LONDON, April 17.—The Paris corre- 
spondent of The Times says that Dom 
Michel, the Chief of the Trappist Order, 


has addressed a letter to Premier Combes 


in which he says: 

“The delay which the agents of your 
administration have considered them- 
selves entitled to fix for our residence at 
the Grande Chartreuse is about to expire. 
* * * ] should consider that I had failed 
in Christian charity if, in addition to 
the pardon which I grant you, I did not 
add a piece of salutary advice and a se- 
rious warning in order to make you 
pause in the odious and unavailing war 
which you are waging against the Church 
of God. * * * 

“You will come with me before the 
tribunal of God, where there will be no 


more blackmailing, rhetorical devices, 
feats of eloquence, parliamentary ma- 
noeuvres, false documents, complacent 
majorities, but a calm, just, and mighty 
Judge, against whose sentence there is 


no appeal, * * * 

“J am no longer young, and you have 
one foot in the grave. Prepare yourself 
for the confrontation, which, I announce, 
will arouse emotions which you do not 


anticipate.”

phinois, that he offered through an inter- 
mediary to secure for the monks of the

main in France for a payment of 1,000,000f. 

M. Combes declared to the Magistrate 
that he never authorized any one to use 
his name to make any demand on_ the 
monks of the Grande Chartreuse, and he 
asserted that he did not know M. Besson. 
He was, he said, an entire stranger to any 


negotiations that M. Besson might have had 
with the alleged intermediaries, M. Ver- 


voort and M. Mazet. 


RUSSIA TIGHTENS HER 
HOLD ON MANCHURIA. 


Niu-Chwang, and Is Reinforcing 
Her Troops There.

LONDON, April 17.—Russia has tight- 
ened her hold on Manchuria, says a corre- 


spondent of The Times, wiring from Niu- 
Chwang. The correspondent says that 
Niu-Chwang ought to have been restored 
to the Chinese on April 8, yet Russia is 
still in full occupation. Her flag is fly- 
ing over the Custom House, and the 
native city is still administered by Rus- 
sians, who patrol everywhere, éccupying 
with troops the temple in the centre of 
the foreign concession. Every train 
brings officers and soldiers to reinforce 
the railway and military guards. 

The commercial aspect of the question, 
the correspondent goes on to say, de- 
mands serious consideration. Since Au- 
gust, 1900, the entire revenues of the im- 
perial maritime custom house and the 
native custom house have been paid into 
the Russo-Chinese Bank. The mercantile 
community views with alarm the trend 
of Russian policy. The trade of the port 
is almost entirely American, British, and 
Japanese; there is no Russian trade or 
“shipping; yet Li-Ping-Shan, the Customs 
Taotai, is.a Russian nominee, and the

. Russians control the native customs and 


hold the telegraph stations, there being 
constant delays and complaints. 

_ The correspondent concludes by stating 
that the community is surprised that Sir 
Robert Hart, (the head of the Chinese 
Imperial Maritime Customs Service,) by 
appointing a Russian Commissioner at 
Niu-Chwang, should hand the chief di- 
rection of a port at which the American, 
British, and Japanese trade represents a 
capitalized value, of millions of pounds 
sterling to a power whose policy is avow- 
edly inimical and who has declared her 
intention to kill Niu-Chwang in order to 
benefit Dainy.

ir. Lee was served by a Deputy Sheriff 
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on a Chicago and Alton train, bound for 
Chicago, which does not pass through St. 
Louis, at 7 o’eclock this evening. Circuit 
Attorney Folk®has said that the Lieutenant 
Governor must come here and face the 
Grand Jury, or remain out of the State 


while he Mr. Folk, is Circuit Attorney of 
St. Louis, 

Mr. Lee's mévements during the last few 
days have excited more talk and speculation 
than the boodle investigation proper, 
though it is asserted that the Cole County 
Grand Jury has already found six indict- 
ments, two for bribery and four for per- 
jury, against members of the last Legis- 
lature. Two of them are said to be out of 
the State. 

It is said one of the indictments that have 
been found is against a State Senator for 
soliciting a bribe of $4,500 from Whitney 
Layton of St. Louis, an independent bak- 
ing powder manufacturer, who appease 
before both the Cole County and the St. 
Louis Grand Jury this week. 

Mr. Lee said he was so ill yesterday that 
he could not leave his bed. He mage this 
excuse for not going before the Cole County 
Grand Jury until last night, when he ac- 
cepted the advice of Attorney General 
Crow and went before that body for a few 
minutes. He then promised Mr. Crow that 
he would come to St. Louis to-day and 
appear before the local Grand Jury. 

Instead of so doing Lee slipped out of 
town late last night and went to ,Kansas 
City. On arriving there he did not register 
at a hotel, but ate breakfast-with his wife 
at an obscure restaurant and spent sev- 
eral hours walking the streets in the resi- 
dential portion of the city. 

When seen by newspaper men at the 
station while he was inquiring about trains 
to Denver and Chicago, Mr. Lee mani- 
fested the greatest irritation and excite- 
ment, and denounced all the men with 
whom he had been intimate in politics and 
legislation. 


CITY COLLEGE PRESIDENCY. 


Dr. Finley of Princeton University 


Asked to Succeed Gen. Webb.

PRINCETON, N. J., April 16.—Dr. John 
Huston Finley, Professor of Politics at 
Princeton, was asked to-night about the 
report published in New York to-dav to 
the effect that he had been offered the 
Presidency of the College of the City of 
New York and had accepted. Dr. Finley 
said that he had received an unofficial offer 
ef the position some time ago, but had 
made no answer as yet, nor would he do 


so until the formai tender is made him, 

It was understood yesterday, when it be- 
came known that the Presidency of the 
City College had been offered to Dr. Fin- 
ley, that he would accept at a meeting next 
week, succeeding Gen. Alexander 8. Webb, 


who retired in December last. In this event 
Dr. Finley will be the third President of 


the college, and the first who was not a 
militar’ man. 

Dr. Finley is a graduate of Knox College, 
and he received an A. M. from that insti- 
tution in 1890. He was born in Grand 
Ridge, Ill., in 1863, and duting his boyhood 
he worked on a farm and in a printing of- 
fice. For two years following his gradu- 
ation from college he studied at Johns 
Hopkins University from which hesub- 
sequently received honorary degrees of 
Ph. D. and LL. D. 

In 1892 he was made President of Knox 
College, and he resigned in 1899 to accept 
an editorial position on McClure’s Maga- 
zine. The following year he went to Prince- 
ton as Professor of Politics. Dr. Finley 
was formerly Secretary of the Charities 
Aid Association of this city and a writer 
for The Chautauqua Herald. He founded 
The Charities Review and The State Char- 
ities Record. 


SONGS NOT BY SOLOMON. 
Dr. Haupt Says They Are Damascus 
Love Ditties— David Not the 


Slayer of Goliath.

BALTIMORE, April 16.—A feature of the 
annual meeting of the American Oriental 
Scciety to-day at Johns Hopkins University 
was the paper of Dr. Paul Haupt, in which 
he gave some of the latest conclusions of 

th: Bible critics. In part he said: 
“According to the traditional view, the 
Psalter consists entirely of psalms of David, 
while the Books of Proverbs, the Canticles, 
and Ecclesiastes are commonly attributed 
to Solomon. We often hear references to 
‘the sweet singer of Israel,’ or ‘the wise 


King of Israel,’ but neither Proverbs nor 
the Canticles, nor Ecclesiastes was writ- 
ten by Sdlomon, nor are there any Davidic 
poems in the Psalter. In the discussions 
of commentators these questions have 
given place to each other: First, ‘ Are there 
any non-Davidic poems in the Psalter?’; 
later, ‘Does it contain any Davidic poems 
at all?’ Now the question is not ‘ Are there 
any pre-exilic psalms?’ but ‘Are there 
any onc psalms?’ 

“There are undoubtedly pre-Maccabean 
psalms, but I have not discovered any pre- 
exilic psalms. The prototype of the hymns 
in the Hebrew Psalter are the cuneiform 
hymns and penitential psalms. The major- 
ee the psalms belong to the Maccabean 
period. 

“Dr. Hugo Winckler of Beriin denies that 
there is any historical kernel of facts in 
the romantic story of David's early vicis- 
situdes, but I believe that the imaginative 
element in the story of David is the vest- 
ure which half discloses certain facts treas- 
ured in popular tradition. It must be ad- 
mitted that David was not the slayer of 
Goliath, but David may have been Saul’s 
minstrel, and also may have been reward- 
ed with the hand of Saul's daughter. Nor 
is there any reason to doubt his covenant 
of brotherhood with Jonathan. 

*‘ Budde says: ‘It cannot be proved that 
David’s dirge on Saul and Jonathan was 
corm posed by David, but there is no serious 
reason militating against this tradition. One 
negative reason in favor of those who con- 
ten] that the poem is genuine is the ab- 
sence of all religious allusion from it.’ 

**Most of the Hebrew poetry that has 
been preserved is of a re aes type, but 
we have also some poems of purely secular 
character. The so-called ‘Songs of Solo- 
mon’ is a collection of popular love ditties 
compiled in the neighborhood of Damas- 


cus.”

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CITIZENS’ UNION 
INDORSES MAYOR LOW 


Their City Convention Denounces 
the “Grab” Bills. 


LOUD APPLAUSE FOR JEROME 


The Approval of the Fusion Adminis- 
tration Unanimous—Plans for 
Fall Campaign. 


Delegates from every section of New 
York gathered last evening in Cooper Union 
to take part in the City Convention of the 
Citizen's Union. Nearly 1,000 delegates 
were present. Many made speeches in 
which it was clearly outlined that the 
Union had now begun in earnest their ef- 
forts to elect a Fusion ticket in the Mayor- 
alty campaign next Fall. Mayor Low’s 
administration was indorsed unanimously 
and the ‘“‘grab”’ bills at Albany were con- 
demned. 

The convention was called to order by R. 
Fulton Cutting and Arthur M. Harris of 
Richmond was made temporary Chairman. 
There was hearty applause when he de- 
clared that the administration of Mayor 
Low had been marked by sterling honesty 
in municipal affairs, and when the name 
of District Attorney Jerome was mentioned 
the delegates. applauded for more than a 
minute, Chairman Harris told of the mu- 
nicipal fight in which a victory was won 
over Tammany Hall. 

“Tammany is not Democratic, except 
when she wears the Democratic dress. Move 
that organization to Philadelphia and she 


would appear in the dress of the Repub- 


lican Party. Move Tammany to a Kansas 
town or to a hamlet in Maine and the 
members would appear in church the first 
Sunday wearing a white ribbon and a new 
hat, bearing aloft the Prohibition fountain 
in miniature,’’ said Chairman Harris. 
“The administration put there by our 


votes has been true to its trust. We are 


not ashamed, nay, but we are proud. The 
administration has been non-partisan, ab- 
solutely. It has been efficient,not as effi- 
cient as we wish it might have been, but 
as efficient as any reasonable man might 
expect, for our candidates and their ap- 
pointed heads of departments went into of- 
fice hedged about with a law so rigid that 
it would require a score of juries of picked 
men, a legion of prosecuting attorneys as 
energetic as Jerome, and a host of Judges 
as expeditious, as upright, and as just as 
Chief Judge Parker of the Court of Ap- 
peals, to have evicted the hundreds of in- 
competent and many dishonest subordi- 
nates whom they have been obliged to re- 
tain in the employ of the city, men who 
have worked night and day to thwart the 
honest efforts of the administration. 

“Not one of us has not observed how 
short a time it takes when a boy starts 
on the path of wreck and ruin, to reach the 
bottom, and likewise how hard and long 
the labor to get him up again. So we must 
bear in mind that as Tammany had four 
years in which to start the young child, the 
Greater New York, on the downward road, 
the present administration has had but two 
years’ time in which to effect the work of 
reformation, 

‘During the first year our whole at- 
tention was riveted on the Police Depart- 
ment... If mortal man be able to abolish 
the demanding and taking of blackmail, 
Commissioner Greene will do it, but, in 
the words of Mayor Low, if ‘the citizens 
wish blackmail to be abolished they must 
themselves show courage in refusing to pay 


it, and must co-operate with the officials 


who are trying to stamp it out.” 

After Chairman Harris had concluded his 
speech there were the usual motions for 
the appointment of Committees on Rules, 
Credentials, and Permanent Organization. 
While the committees were busy Deputy 
Tax Collector D. B. Van Vieck told of the 
workings of the departments of the reform 
administration in Brooklyn. 

The reports were then received and a 
heated discussion arose as to the report of 
the Committee on Rules. A clause was in- 
serted that all resolutions be referred to 
the City Committee without debate if they 
referred to the platform or to the future 
action of the City Convention as to the mat- 
ter of selecting candidates in the Fall, 

Ex-Coroner Hoeber wanted the resolution 
amended if debate was to be shut off on all 
resolutions. He said that it was not right 
to exclude discussion of matters which 
would properly come before the convention. 
It was explained that the rule referred to 
matters properly within the province of the 
platform to be adopted at the Fall conven- 


tion. 
DAMAGE A GAVEL DID. 


“Read the rule! Read the rule!” was 
shouted by hundreds of delegates from all 
over the hall, Chairman Harris banged 
so hard with his gavel that the top flew 


in the air and landed ten feet away on the 
head of Delegate Charles B. Ingalls, Presi- 
dent of the First National Bank of Staten 
Island. 

Mr. Ingalls hardly expected an attack 
from that quarter, and when the gavel 
struck him full on top of the head, sparsely 
covered with hair: there was left a long 
gash. The gavel top then bounded into 
the hands of another delegate seated three 
feet away. During the little excitement 
over this accident, the rules for the gov- 
ernment of the convention were adopted, 
and Delegate Ingalls retired to have his 
wound dressed. 

“It is the first time I ever saw blood 
spilled at a Citizens’ Union convention,” 
said one of the delegates. Mr. Ingalls in a 


few minutes réturned to the hall and again ! 


became interested in the proceedings. 

City Chamberlain E. R. L. Gould made 
the report for the Committee on Perma- 
nent Organization in favor of the selection 
of Francis C. Huntington as permanent 
Chairman, and of Charles H. Strong, Chair- 
man for the Borough of Manhattan, Abner 
S. Haight for Brooklyn, John E. Eustis for 
the Bronx, John W. Weed for Queens, and 
John De Morgan for Richmond. The re- 
port was adopted. 

Chairman Huntington said in his speech 
that the Citizens’ Union is non-partisan 
as regards State and National questions— 
intensely partisan, intensely loyal as re- 
gards the welfare of this city. He added: 

“Look at the actual situation in this city 
as between the National parties—a good 
illustration is in the election of last Fall, 
with its Democratic majority of 120,000. 
On State and National questions the city is 
overwhelmingly Democratic. 

‘*On a city election, divide on these party 
lines and the Democrats win hands down, 
and that means—with Tammany in control 
of the Democratic machinery—a_ Govern- 
ment of the grafters, by the grafters, for 
the grafters. Maintain these party lines, 
and, even assuming that the Republicans 

ut up an irreproachable city ticket, there 

s not a chance to elect that ticket without 
the votes of men who on party lines are 
Democratic.”’ 

Proposed amendments to the constitution 
for a change in the system of the organiza- 
tion of the Citizens’ Union from the Assem- 
bly District system to a plan having the 
Aldermanic District as a basis of represen- 
tation were referred to the City Commit- 
tee to make a report to the Fall conven- 
tion, 

Then R. Fulton Cutting arose in the 
centre of the hall, and was accorded a most 
hearty reception. All the delegates jumped 
to their feet and cheered for Mr. Cutting 
until he was on the pletform. 

“Three cheers for the next Mayor of 
New York,’’ was shouted by numbers of the 
delegates. 

Mr. Cutting said in part: 

“In its platform the union, while ap- 
proving of the vast permanent improve- 
ments. now under way, asked for more ap- 
preciable benefits for the people; such as 
more school accommodations, more public 
baths, gen Winter and Summer; more 
lavatories, more player quads. and for 
children more small parks. The union be- 
lieves that these are the direct agencies 
of civilization, tokens of an interest in 
the immediate improvement and health of 
our citizens which must create a greater 
interest throughout the electorate in the 
government of the city. The City Commit- 
tee urged upon the Board of Estimate and 
Apportionment the setting aside yearly: of 
large sums for the above purpose, and the 
board has made liberal response. 

“The -union early advocated the move- 
ment for se pushcart market, which has 
been recently established on the east side, 
and which must result in cleaner streets 
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in the neighborhood and the better pres- 
ervation of food.”’ 

He introduced the resolution indorsing 
Mayor Low’s administration as follows: 

Whereas, The present fusion administration 
has conducted the government of this ctiy with a 
moral purpose, a sterling honesty, and a busi- 
ness sagacity, that have earned the approba- 
tion of all citizens who are determined to perma- 
nently rescue the municipality from the organized 
corruption of Tammany Hall and from mis- 
— for partisan ends and personal greed, 
an

shown a capacity to plan for city improventent 

| and social betterment upon a comprehensive and 

generous scale, although in the matter of rapid 

; transit legislation the union believes in a 
larger and more independent policy than the

Resolved, That the Citizens’ Union congratu- 
lates the administration upon its substantial 
realization of the expectations of its supporters, 
and at the same time upon the effective demon- 
stration ‘it has afforded of the splendid possi- 
bilities for city Government by men of character 
and capacity when delivered from the fetters of 
partisan obligation. 

Resolved, That the union reasserts its determi- 
nation to continue the struggle for good govern- 
ment in this city until the fair fame of our muni- 
cipality shall become an inspiration to all other 
cities of this country, and to this end the conven- 
tion now directs and empowers the City Commit- 
tee to take all necessary measures to secure the 
co-operation of political organizations unalterably 
opposed to the system of government embodied in 
Tammany Hall, to unite with it in the effort to 
elect officials next November who will loyally 
continue the generally enlightened and progress-

GOVERNMENT BY CITIZENS. 
In speaking to the resolutions, Mr. Cut- 


ting said: 

“For the first time in the history of this 
city we have a government by the citizens. 
The officials now serve the city, and not a 
party machine or an irresponsible boss. 
There are many departments of this ad- 
ministration which should receive the praise 
of all citizens. The action of the ealth 
Department, for the first time in the his- 
tory of the city in establishing a hospital 
for the care of persons ravaged by tuber- 
culosis, has been instituted by Dr. Lederle, 
and President Lederle deserves a crown 
placed on his head for such work. 

‘“*IT hope the resolutions just read will 
receive the unanimous approval of the dele- 
gates, and that the people of this city will 
be shown that there is a stronger power 
than the party lash. A good many people 
believe that it is not possible to have a 
municipal government or a party without a 
boss, but I want to say, and I have the 
right to claim that the Citizens’ Union has 
no boss."’ 

There were several rounds of applense 
as Mr. Cutting concluded his remarks. The 
resolutions were then indorsed by Delegate 
McGuinness of Brooklyn and also by Frank 
Harvey Field. There was not a dissenting 
voice, and Chairman Huntington declared 
the resolutions unanimously adopted. 

Toward the end of the convention 
delegates were clamoring for the introduc- 
tion of one resolution after another. Finally

| a blanket resolution was brought forward 
condemning all the “‘grab”’ bills at Al- 
bany. Many of the members criticised

| PRESIDENT EMERGES 
FROM THE WILDERNESS. 


Transacts Routine Business with His 
Secretary and Will Start Back at 
Once — Has Shot No Game. 


CINNABAR, Mon., April 16.—President 
Roosevelt came into Fort Yellowstone to- 
day, appearing in splendid condition and 
enthusiastic over the good time he has had. 
Secretary Loeb met him at Major Pitcher’s 
headquarters, and the two attended to some 
routine business, the first the President 
has transacted with his secretary since he 
went into the park. After his return from 
his visit to the President Secretary Loeb 
said: 

‘Major Pitcher reports that the Presi- 
dent and his party have just returned from 
their eight days’ horseback trip in the 
north of the park and along the Yellow- 
stone. The party consisted of the Presi- 
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dent, Major Pitcher, and John Burroughs, - 


with an orderly, the scouts, and the pack-

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ELEVATED ROAD STRIKE 
MAY BE AVERTED 


Employes to Resume Negotia- 
tions with the Company. 


VOTE WAS IN FAVOR OF STRIKE. 


General Manager Bryan Informed Presi- 
dent Pepper That the Directors’ 
Decision Was Not Meant as 


an Ultimatum. 


The threatened strike on the Manhattan 
Elevated Railroad has been averted for a 
time at least. At the close of a meeting 
by the Executive Committee of the men, 
which was held after the employes had 
voted as to whether a strike should be or- 
dered to enforce the demands for a shorter 
working day, it was announced that Presi- 
dent Mahon of the International Associa- 
tion of Street Railway Employes had se- 
cured a reopening of the negotiations with 
the company which were interrupted on 
Wednesday by, the refusal of the Board 
of Diregtors to consider the men's de- 
mands, 

The announcement was made early this 
morning in the following statement issued 
on behalf of the committee by President 
Pepper: 

“The vote which was cast by our or- 
ganization has by overwhelming numbers 
sustained the contention of our organiza- 
tion and indorsed the committee’s action. 
By the laws of our organization, the entire 
contention now comes under the jurisdic- 
tion of the International President, who, in 
connection with our committee, will take 


up the matter. 


President Mahon succeeded in reopen- 
ing negotiations with the company this aft- 
ernoon. These negotiations will be taken 
up again to-morrow and continued, with 
the hope of reaching a Satisfactory set- 
tlement. Pending these negotiations the 
present relations will continue, and as 


soon as the committee has reported a gen- | 


eral meeting of the body will be called.” 
E. P. Bryan, Vice President and General 
Manager of the Interborough Rapid Tran- 
sit Company, of which the Manhattan Rail- 
way is now a part, said late last night at 
his home, in Youkers, that he did not be- 


lieve the men would go on strike. 
George E. Pepper, President of the re- 


cently organized union of Manhattan Rail- 
way employes, had expressed himself very 
much to the same effect yesterday after- 
noon, after a messenger had handed him a 
letter from Mr.-Bryan, at Colonial Hall, 
Columbus Avenue and One Hundred and 
First Street, where the strike vote was cast. 

T have in iny pocket,” said he ‘a letter 
from Mr. Bryan to the committee. We are 
not going to strike—at least, I do not be- 
lieve there will be a strike. I will do all I 
posekey, can to avert a strike with all the 

ardships such an event would impose upon 
the people of this city. We fully realize 
what a strike would mean, and the re- 
sponsibility that would rest upon us.’’ 

He declined to divulge the contents of the 


letter. 

Mr. Bryan, when asked whether a new 
proposition had been made to the employes, 
said in substance: 

‘““The letter did not contain any propo- 
sition. We still stand by our offer of April 
12. I was induced to write Mr. Pepper be- 
cause of some erroneous impression that 
seems to have gotten abroad among the 
men somehow. They seem to be of the 
impression that when we informed the 
Grievance Committee which called upon us 
vesterday of the conclusion reached by the 
Board of Directors, it was delivered in the 
way of an ultimatum, which in the nature 
of things would put a stop to all further 
negotiations. 

“That is not so, however. The door is 
still open, and will remain open until a 
strike is actually declared. All the offers 
we have made to our employes will hold 
good until then, but if a strike ror a nine- 
hour day is declared all these advances 
will be withdrawn, and a strike will mean 
a strike for the whole thing. 

‘“‘T explained all this to Mr. Pepper. We 
have dealt fairly with our employes and 
will continue to do so, and I do not believe 
there will be a strike.’’ 

From early morning until late at night 
the members of the Manhattan Division of 
the International Association of Street Rail- 
way Employes kept flocking into Colonial 
Hall. After the close of the morning rush 
hours and last night the large hall on the 
second floor, where the balloting was being 
done, as well as stairways and halls, were 
crowded with members of the organization. 

At 10 o'clock, when the polls closed, 
nearly all of the 3,600 members of the 
union, which includes workmen in all 
branches of the elevated system, with the 
exception of the motormen and telegraph- 
ers, had cast their votes. A great num- 
ber of new members were enrolled at 
the hall. When, the voting having termi- 
nated, the Executive Committee retired 
into executive session, Mahon of the Na- 
tional organization and Herman Robinson, 
the local organizer, went with them. 

During the voting every effort was made 
to keep the proceedings secret. Without 
exception every person applying for admis- 
sion was asked to show his membership 
card, and there were instances during the 
day when men who were positively identi- 
fied as members in good standing were re- 
fused admission, only because they did not 
have one of the little pasteboards to show. 

To each member was given a ballot on 
which appeared printed in parallel Mnes 
the words “ Strike,” ‘‘ No strike.” Presi- 
dent Pepper and the Executive’ Committee 
of the union were in charge of the polls. 
Mr. Pepper said there were 3,625 members 
of the union, and that it would require a 
two-thirds vote, or 2,416 votes, to commit 
the union in favor of a strike, and that then 
the matter must be submitted to President 
W. D. Mahon of the National Organization 
of Street Railway Employes. Mr. Mahon, 
who reached this city on Wednesday, ex- 
pressed himself as unconditionally opposed 
to a strike. 

“T consider this a very hasty and unwise 
movement,” he said. ‘“ If the men vote for 
a strike I will do my best to settle it by 
arbitration or other means, as is my duty, 
but I certainly do not approve of it. e 
are a new organization and have no funds 
to fall back upon.” ~ 

The members of the union derived con- 
siderable comfort from the fact that the 
motorman of almost every train that passed 
Coloniai Hall throughout the day tooted his 
whistle as his train sped past, 

“That means: ‘ We are with you, boys,’ ” 
said President Pepper when asked what he 
thought of it. 

The motormen belong to the Brotherhood 
of Locomotive Engineers, the by-laws of 
which organization. has a clause against 
sympathetic strikes. They have repeatedly 
expressed themselves as satisfied with their 
present condition. They are earning $3.50 
a-day, which is the highest salary paid to 
motormen on any road in the United States. 

The men also interpreted as in their favor 
a visit of a committee of motormen, head- 
ed by William L. Jaenks. Chairman of the 
Local Brotherhood, to General Manager 
Bryan. Both Mr. Jaenks and Mr. Bryan's 
representative, however, said that their 
visit had neCeng to do with the strike. 

One action which may be considered sig- 
nificant was. that the leaders of the strike 
movement yesterday afternoon sent a tele- 
phone message to Ralph M. Earley, Secre- 
tary of the National Civic Federation, who 
is now in St. Louis. 

Mr. Belmont, President of the Interbor- 
ough Rapid Transit Company, is a member 
of the Civic Federation, and the services 
of that body for arbitration or conciliation 
will Undoubtedly be called for should a 
strike declared. 

The Interborough Railway Company has 
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hired the entire ground floor of 8 Dey 
Street for receiving applications for em- 
ployment. An enormous sign was hung 
up there last night with the following in- 
scription: 

*‘Interborough Railway Company: Man- 
hattan Railway Division. Application De- 
partment.”’

Dr. Lorenz Removes the Plaster Cast 
from the Child’s Hip.

CHICAGO, April 16.—Lolita Armour is no 
longer a cripple. 

Dr. Adolph Lorenz, the Vienna surgeon, 
tcok off the plaster cast on the little girl's 
hip at noon to-day in less time than it 
takes to tell of it. The physician then told 
the child to move across the room. With a 
ery of joy, she found herself able to walk 
without assistance. 

Tears flowed from the eyes of the on- 
lookers, but they were soon mingled with 
smiles and laughter. 

The happy dénouement was entirely un- 


expected to-day, as the Armour family only 
expected that Dr. Lorenz would make them 
a social visit. Mrs, Armour was not in 
the house at the time, having gone to a 
railway station to meet a friend. J. Ogden 
Armour was down town, and kept the tele 
phone going every fifteen minutes to find 
out what vas being done. 

When the mother returned, she nearly 
fainted when Lolita ran—actually ran—up 
to her, and cried out: “Oh! oh! mamma, 
see, I can walk now.” 

With a hysterical cry Mrs. Armour caught 
the child to her breast, and soon mother 
and daughter were weeping with joy. 

Dr. Lorenz did not waste time In. pre- 
liminaries after he reached the Armour 
residence, 3,734 Michigan Avenue. The 
proceedings were of the simplest nature. 
He performed the work with an ordinary 
penknife. The plaster was removed with- 
out the slightest difficulty, and with no 


pain to the little patient, who has suffered 


all her misfortunes with the heroism of a 
martyr. Lolita’s nurse was present in the 
room. With trembling limbs and an anxi- 
ous look on her face, Lolita stepped for- 
ward. 

**Oh,”’ she exclaimed, ‘“‘I am so happy I 
can now walk. I wish mamma was here to 
see me,” 

Mrs. Armour soon came, and afterward 
Lolita sat down to lunch with her mother, 
the doctor, and the nurse. 

Mrs. Armour said to-day: 

‘“*Dr. Lorenz has told me that the opera- 
tion was entirely successful. He says he 
sees no reason why it should not eventuate 
in a complete cure, and that every con- 
dition points that way.” 

The young patient looked as rosy and 
fresh as other little girls, and she is said 
tot be in first-class health. 

Lolita Armour has been a cripple all her 
life. Last Autumn Dr. Lorenz was brought 


from Vienna by Mr. Armour, who paid a 
fee of $30,000 to him.

A Thousand Men of the National Guard

York City and Troop C of Brooklyn; a divi- 
sion of 70 Naval Militiamen, chosen from 
the battalions in New York City and Brook- 
lyn and the division at Rochester, and of 
representations from various organizations 
throughout the State. The commands from 
which the infantrymen will be selected are 
the Sixty-fifth and Seventy-fourth Regi- 
ments of Buffalo, Tenth Battalion of Al- 
bany, and the following separate com- 
panies: Eighth of Rochester, Tenth of New- 
burg, Thirteenth of Jamestown, Twentieth 


of Binghamton, Thirtieth of Elmira, Forty- 
second of Niagara Falls, and Forty-eighth 


of Oswego. 

Odell and the members of his staff 
will leave. Albany on a_ special train at 
midnight Monday, April 27, and will arrive 
in St. Loufs on the morning of April 29.

MANUFACTURERS DROP TARIFF. 


At Annual Convention Resolution Fa- 
voring Tariff Revision Is Laid on 
Table—Officers Elected. 


NEW ORLEANS, April 16.—The eighth 
annual convention of the National Associa- 
tion of Manufacturers ended _ to-day 
with the unanimous re-election of President 
David M. Parry of Indianapolis. There 
had been much talk of a movement to de- 
feat him, owing to his position on the labor 
question, but there were no surface indi- 
cations of dissensions when the election 
took place, the convention ordering the 
Secretary to cast the ballot of the dele- 
gates with vigorous cheering. Other offi- 
cers were elected as follows: Secretary— 
Marshall Cushing of New York; Treasurer 
—F. S. Stillman of New York. 

Hamilton Carhart of Detroit declined to 
stand for re-election as Treasurer. 

Vice Presidents for the various States 
represented were chosen, and after a con- 
test for the next place of meeting Pitts- 
burg was selected. 

Charles Norman Fay of Chicago ad- 
dressed the delegates in support of his 
resolution urging the National Administra- 
tion, through the Department of Commerce 
and Labor, to prepare for general tariff re- 
vision. The resolution was supported by 
D. B. Farquhar of York, Penn. 8S. O. Big- 
ney of Massachusetts opposed action, de- 
claring that. the association had no “ busi- 
ness with tariff tinkering.’ 

A long tariff debate was in prospect when 


John Kirby of Ohio moved that the reso- 
lution be laid on the table, the motion pre- 
vailing by a large majority. 

J. Nn Nunemacher of Kentucky urged the 
association to present a unit opposition 
to what he termed ‘‘the anarchistic and 
socialistic element which controls many of 
the labor unions,” but declaring that the 
association must admit the right and jus- 
tice of organized labor properly conducted. 
“ Let this be your motto,” he sald, ‘ ‘ Fair 
play to the workingman and America for 
us all, employer and employe.’ ”’ 

The sentiment was applauded vigorously.

Later the arrangement to have Col. Dunn 
make the race for Congress was atLandoned 
and he was reappointed Railroad Commis- 
sioner. 

Since then Mr. Sherman's name has been 
frequently mentioned in connection with 
the appointment to succeed Mr. Baker. If 
the Governor felt free to make his own 
personal choice for Mr. Baker's place, un- 
doubtedly Mr. Sherman would be the man 
whom he would select. : 

W. W. Worden, the present Sheriff of 
Saratoga County, has ali along been Sen- 
ator Brackett’s candidate for a place on 
the Railroad Commission. During the de- 
bate in the Senate to-day on the confirma- 
tion of Mr. Baker’s nomination Senator 
Raices made the assertion that if he could 
have secured Mr. Worden’s appointment as 
Mr. Baker's successor the revolt of himself 
and Senators Brown and Elsberg against 
the organization would never have occurred. 

AS a result of his action in the Senate 
to-day Senator Elsberg’s Coroners’ bill is 
marked for interment. It was reported by 
the Assembly Rules Committee last night 
and was on this morning's calendar. A 
call of the House had been ordered to pass 
the bill, and Col. Dunn was on the floor 
importuning members to vote for it when 
the news cf the conflagration in the Sen- 
ate reached the Assembly Chamber. 

Scores of Republican members hurried 
over to the Senate chamber to confirm the 
information which they received. 

* When they learned the truth,”’ said Col. 
Dunn, in speaking of the incident to-day, 
“vou couldn't have resurrected that bill 
With a derrick.” 

The call was suspended, the bill was laid 
aside, and to-night the Rules Committee 
rescinded its action on the measure. 

It is reported here to-night that Congress- 
man Timothy D. Sullivan is on his way to 
Albany with instructions from Tammany 
Hall to the Democrats in the Senate as to 
the attitude they shall take on the nom- 
ination of Mr. Morgan. 


THE FIGHT IN THE SENATE.

Republican Members Indulge in Bitter 
Personalities in the Battle Over 
Baker’s Nomination. 


ALBANY, April 16.—When the Railroads 
Committee met this morning a vote was 
taken on the nomination of Mr. Baker and 
seven Republicans voted for a favorable 
report. Three Democrats voted in the neg- 
ative, and Senator Blon R. Brown, one of 
the insurgents, refrained from voting. 

After the adjournment of the committee, 
however, Senator Wilcox discussed the mat- 
ter with some of the Republican leaders 
and it was concluded that it would be best 
to wait until. an opportunity had been given 
to better the situation before submitting a 
report. 

When the Railroad Committee had re- 
ported the Wilcox railroad “ grab"’ bill and 
gave no further réport, the Democrats and 
insurgents set out to compel action on the 
nomination. Senators Grady and McCar- 
ren, Democrats, were in close touch with 
Senators Elsberg, Brackett, and Elon R. 
Brown, the Republican bolters, and it was 
on an understanding among them that Sen- 
ator Grady brought up the matter imme- 
diately after the Railroad Committee had 
reported the Wilcox bill. 

Mr. Grady said that it was understood 
that the nomination of Mr. Baker had been 
acted on and that the vote was exceedingly 
close, He asked for an immediate report, 
because he did not purpose to wait for the 
Railrcad Con mittee to slip in the report 
when there were several Democratic Sena- 


tors absent and there would be no question 
about the confirmation., 

He added that it was only fair to Gov. 
Odell that the nomination be acted on im- 
mediately so that in the event of the rejec- 
tion of the Baker appointment the Govern- 
or might have an opportunity to send in 
another nomination and have it confirmed 
before the adjournment of the present ses- 
sion. He moved that the committee be 
discharged from further consideration of 
the matter. 


Effort to Delay Action. 

Senator Malby said that some action 
should be taken before long on the ques- 
ticn, but there was no reason for undue 
haste, as the majority members had had 
ho opportunity to confer among themselves. 

Senator Brackett then took up the mat- 
ter.

A period of excitement followed, during 
which Senator Grady insisted that Mr. Me- 
Clelland should vote. He refused to do 
so, while several Democratic Senators 
bustled about him explaining the situation. 

“I have been absent from the Chamber 
and am not acquainted with the situation,” 
said Mr. McClelland. 

“Twenty-one Democratic Senators fre 

voting against this motion,’”’ exclaimed Mr. 
Grady. “That ought to be enough for 
you.”’ 
“Mr. Raines moved that Mr. McClelland 
be excused from voting. A great deal de- 
pended on his vote. If it were withheld 
the matter could have been tabled, as the 
Lieutenant Governor would have broken 
the tie which would have resulted, and the 
question would have been decided. 

The motion to excuse Mr. McClelland 
from voting was carried, the Chair voting 
with the majority, but he then bowed to 
the Democratic leaders and insisted on 
voting on the original motion, and defeated 
it, the Raines motion being lost by a vote of 
25 nays to 24 yeas. 

Mr. Grady then renewed his original mo- 
tion to reject the nomination of Mr. Baker. 
Mr. Raines moved to amend that the ap- 
pointment of Mr. Baker be confirmed. The 
roll call was begun without debate, and 
Messrs. Brackett, Brown, and Elsberg did 
not vote until the call for absentees. 

Mr. Raines, in explaining his vote, had 
reproached the insurgents for their attitude, 
speaking bitterly and virtually reading 
them out of the Republican Party. 

Mr. Green, in whose district both Senator 
Platt and Mr. Baker reside, spoke In de- 
fense of Mr. Baker, and denounced “ the 
hypocritical talk of the blow that is being 
struck at organized labor by the appoint- 
ment of Mr. Baker.” He said that a hun- 
dred organizations had approved Mr. 
Baker’s candidacy, and read a long list. 
He rebuked the three independents, and 
then pleaded with them not to “turn 
traitors.” 


Insurgents Tell Their Reasons. 


Mr. Brackett's name was called among 
the absentees. He asked to be excused 
from voting in order to speak, explairied 
his réason, and then voted agafnst Mr. 
Baker’s confirmation. 

“It is not a question of whether Mr. 
Baker shall serve another term as Railroad 
Commissioner, or of his fitness for the 
office.”” he said. ‘‘ Those are the smallest 
things under consideration, and Mr. Baker 
is simply a pawn on the chessboard. He has 
a pleasant personality, and is an affable 
gentleman, and my action to-day is not 
one of personal affront or enmity toward 
him, nor should it be taken as a reflection 
of his ability or integrity. 

I am animated by a higher motive, and 
vote against his confirmation on a question 


much higher than the mere disposition of a 
job. I vote as a Republican whose Re- 
publicanism has never been questioned un- 
til to-day, when the Senator from the 
Forty-second [Raines] has seen fit to read 
me out of the party. But I question his 
right or power to do any such thing. 

“I vote against this nomination in pro- 
test against the sewage and filth that is 
being poured upon the head of our worthy 
Governor through the agents of the man 
who Inspired this nomination. 

‘“‘And I vote against this nomination to 
emphasize my disapproval of the actions of 
the man who causes the seal of party ap- 
proval to be placed on any measure when 
—s attorneys are engaged in favor of 

s. 

‘“‘And I vote against this nomination for 
the same reason that I, refused to vote 
for the re-election of the Senator who or- 
ganibed this Senate before it had met, and 
then when it did meet impudently an- 
nounced his selections and forced them 
upon us, 

“In conclusion, I wish to call attention 
to the prediction made earlier in the ses- 
Sion that a tremendous chaos would result 
from the action .of the senior United States 
Senator in forcing a certain organization 
of the Senate upon us, and I call attention 
oo ae, fact that the prediction has been ful- 
illed.”’ 

Mr. Elsherg said that he defied any one 
to read him out of the Republican Party, 
and invited any one who dared to go down 
to his district in New York City and ascer- 
tain the sentiment and see if he did not 
properly represent the Republicans thereof. 

“JT have been notified within a minute 
and a half,’’ he continued, “ that upon my 
vote on this question will depend the suc- 
cess or defeat of certain legislation in 
which Iam interested, and which is now in 
the Assembly. Such threats do not annoy 
me, and do not affect me. I quite agree 
with everything that my colleague, Sena- 
tor Brackett, has said, and I shall not be 
dragooned into voting for this nomination.” 


Bitter Attack on Bolters. 


Mr. Malby arose to reply on behalf of the 
regular Republicans. He said that there 
was nothing more to be admited than indé- 
pendence, providing that it was intelligent 
and just, and did not undertake \jto make 
an innocent man suffer. He pointed out 
that nothing had been said against the 
character or the fitness of Mr. Baker, and 
those who voted against his confirmation 
would have to render an accounting 
their party associates. 

“I have a feeling of resentment,” con- 
cluded Mr. Malby, ‘‘ against those invisible 
influences which seem determined through 
Republicans in this body to sacrifice one 
of the best of good fellows.” 

Mr. Raines followed, beginning with the 
assertion that no newspaper, no labor or- 
ganization, ‘‘not even the Senator from 
the Twenty-eighth,”’ had found ground for 
criticism of Mr. Baker. He then addressed 
himself to the motives behind the attitude 
of the Senators constituting the effective 
orposition to the nomination. 

“I will undertake to strip the cloak of 
hypocrisy from the back of the Senator 
from the Twenty-eighth, [Brackett,] and 
of the other Senators who stand with him 
in this attitude,’’ he continued. 

‘He says that the organizatidn of this 
Senate was not the free choice of the Sen- 
atcrs about this circle, but was dictated 
by some outside influence. If it had been 
—— to bring about such dictation in 
nis favor you would not have seen him on 
this floor denouncing the senior Senator 
from this State and voting against him in 
caucus and joint session, 

‘““On bended knees,” cried Senator Raines, 
“the Senator from the Twenty-eighth 
scught the indorsement of the Republican 
organization, and it was not until he failed 
to get it that he began this ‘holier than 
thou’ performance. 

* In company with two others he sought 
the head of organization and suggested 
that a certain gentleman would make a 
good Chairman of the Finance Committee, 
and that he himself would make a. good 
President pro tem. If his suggestions were 
not acted upon he threatened that he would 
be one of the three who would stand ‘ one 
for all and all for one.’ 

“I did not ask any of these three to 
support me. As to two of them I never 
had any talk with them about the position 
of President pro tem., or of leader of this 
Senate. As to one of them—he came to me 
and said: ‘John, you ought to be President 
pro tem.’ The tribute was acceptable, I 
admit, but it was not in response to any 
suggestion of mine. I supposed it was the 
fruit of the Senator’s good judgment and 
friendship. 

“Let them now avow their purpose. If 
they are ashamed of the motives which 
have actuated them from the start, let them 
continue to pose as independents, looking 
only to the good of the State and of their 
party. But when they vote against a pub- 
lic officer against whom they can offer no 
valid objection, do not let them avow petty 
subterfuges in lieu of reasons. 

“It would be more becoming to their 
dignity as Senators, to their honor as men, 
and to their party obligations—if perchance 
they ever recognize party obligations—to 
refrain from skulking behind these excuses, 
from maintaining this ‘holier than thou’ 

osture. Let them ceasé to be ‘ Uriah 

eeps’ of this Senate and to occupy a po- 
sition for which the State and their own 
constituents are damning them with a bit- 
ter condemnation.”’ 

Mr. Elon R. Brown’s face was scarlet as 
he arose and asked to be excused from vot- 
ing. Senators Brackett and Bilsberg hur- 
ried over to him, and a moment’s whispered 
colloquy ensued, Then Senator Brown said: 

‘“‘At the suggestions of my colleagues I 
withdraw my request to be excused.” 

Announcement was then made that ths 
motion of Mr. Raines to confirm the nomi- 
nation of Mr. Baker had been defeated by 
a vote of 26 to 23. A surprise of the roll 
call had beén the change of Mr. Ambler, 
who had voted with the Republicans be- 
fore, .but who on this motion joined the 
Democrats and insurgents and voted 
against Mr. Baker. 


Brown Replies to Raines. 


Mr. Grady’s original motion that the 
nomination of Mr. Baker be not confirmed 
then came before the Senate. The roll call 
offered to Elon R. Brown the opportunity 
to reply to the strictures of Mr. Raines, 
and when his name was called he seized it 
and with emphasis defended himself and 
his colleagues and aspersed the independ- 
ence’ of Mr, Raines.

“ But he has seen fit to characterize my- 
self and my two colleagues as ‘ Uriah 
Heeps.’ Literary allusions have not been 
frequent from the chair of the Serator 
from the Forty-second, but he seems to 
feel that to be a ‘ Uriah Heep,’ humble and 
obsequlious, servilely obedient, is the depth 
of Senatorial degradation. 

“T can well recall, and so can every 
other man versed in the political history 
of this State, when the Senator from the 
Forty-second was one of seven Senators on 
this floor who blocked legislation and held 
up negotiations. It ‘was understood then, 
and it is understod now, that he was the 
political tool of the senior Senator from 
this State. 

“Every man knows how much weight 
individual initiative had in that business, 
One man’s influence was so dominant that 
no matter what might be a man’s abili- 
ties, the moment he entered the sphere of 
that influence he became the slave of a 
master who would brook no opposition. 
You could be invited to a caucus, and go 
through the motions of being consulted, 
but from window sills and cracker barrels 
would be rallied votes sufficient ta enforce 
the policy decided upon by the master. 

‘‘T have heard the Senator from the For- 
ty-second say, time and time again, with 
reference to some measure that had been 
commanded by the master: ‘ You know I 
don’t like it, but the organization has de- 
creed.’ No proposition could be so abhor- 
rent as to disturb his loyalty or stir him 
to disobedience or open protest. 


Defense of the Insurgents. 


“Against this attack I place the record 
of the Senators from the Twenty-eighth and 
Fifteenth, and, with modesty, of myself. 
We willingly submit them to the judgment 
of the great people of this State. 

‘““We do not deny or make apology that 
we sought to get on with our party asso- 
ciates in the organization of this Senate. 
We did do what we could to have a part 
in the settlement of that organization. The 
Senator from the Forty-second [Raines] 


would have had us retire to an outer 
room while he and the chief of the organi- 
zation portioned out to us such positions 
as they thought us fit to occupy. hen we 
would have been good men, as his con- 
stituents, no doubt, think he is a good 
man. But because .in our party counsels 
and in this Senate we try to rescue our 
party, we are beneath his contempt. 

“The chains have been forged, the legs 
of men are bound and their mouths gagged 
by the operations of the machine, which 
the Senator from the Forty-second for 
years has helped to make. The Governor 
is big enough to perform his constitutional 
duty in sending nominations to this Senate, 
but forsooth a Senator is not big enough to 
perform his constitutional duty without 
submission to the orders transmitted by 
the senior United States Senator through 
the mouth cf the Senator from the Forty- 
second. A man is commanded to lie down 
like a calf before this domination—a sight 
for men and gods. The time has come for 
a revival of the independence of men."’ 

Turning then to the question of Mr. 
Baker's nomination, Mr. Brown expressed 
astonishment that out of all the seven 
million people of the State there was no 
place to find a Commissioner except the 
Thirty-eighth Senatorial District, in which 
Senator Platt is a voter, 

“The State of New York is larger than 
Hesse Cassel or Saxe Weimar,” said he 
with irony. ‘‘ Are there no other districts 
which might costain a man acceptable to 
the interests of labor and of the rail- 
roads? ”’ 


Elseberg Taunts Raines. 

Mr. Elsberg was not satisfied and took 
occasion to reply to Mr. Raines. 

“The word ‘highwayman’ is an unfor- 
tunate one for the Senator from the Forty- 
second to have used,” he said. ‘‘It is not 
within the power of the Senator to com- 
prehend the unselfish motives which have 
actuated my two colleagues and myself in 


our course in this Senate. 
‘* We yield each his views to the views of 


the other two becatuse we are convinced 
of the honesty of our intention to serve 
the right. We are not willing to yield to 
the vicarious domination of the Senator 
from the Forty-second because we under- 
stand that his views are not of independent 
origin. 

AS for loyalty to the organization, I 
have seen more vicious legislation labeled 
‘organization’ than I ever thought it pos- 
sible to see. 

“The Senator threatens us with the dis- 
pleasure of our constituency. Well, I would 
like the Senator from the Forty-second run 
for office in my district or for a Stee of- 
fice upon which the people of my district 
would have a. chance at him. He would 
have an experience which would enlighten 
him upon the subject of his standing in the 
eyes of the people. 

‘-[T never did a more popular thing than 
t) take my present stand.:;if the Senator 
believes that if I should retiré my district 
would send a successor more ready to obey 
him or his master, he is making the mis- 
take of his life.” 


Green Renews the Attack. 


Mr. Green followed with a vehement 
speech, in which he stoutly defended Mr. 
Raines, congratulating him upon his leader- 
ship, He said if he had consulted his own 
preference he would have voted for Mr. 
Malby for leader in the Senate. ‘ Not that 
he loved Raines less, but that he loved 
Malby more,” as an old friend. 

He particularly resented “‘the washing 
of party linen” in public. 

“I believe in party analysis,’’ said Mr. 
Green. ‘ But I prefer to do it within the 
party rather than under the flag of the 
Democrats. 

“As for the Thirty-eighth District, where 
live Senator Platt, Chairman Dunn, Con- 
troller Miller, and other men prominent in 
the Kepublican counsels, ‘it is no doubt 
ring-ridden,’ but I have yet to receive m 
first command from any of them, though 
I would yield to their judgment as better 
than mine in party matters.”’ 

Turning to Senator Elsberg’s remark 
about vicious legislation as party meas- 
ures, he denounced it as ‘‘an unblushing 
untruth.” 

The President said quickly: ‘‘ The Sena- 
tor will confine himself to parliamentary 
language "’ 5 

“Tf I have said anything I am sorry 
for, I will withdraw it,’’ retorted Mr, Green. 

Proceeding, he lashed the independents 
as ‘‘an alabaster triumvirate "' and declared 
that it had after all been “a good house- 
cleaning.”” He concluded by praise of Mr. 
Baker. 

Mr. Hawkins was the only Democrat to 
interrupt the Republican quarrel, He 
spoke against the nomination of Mr. Baker, 
and said that organized labor was opposed 
to him, and believed some man more rep- 
resentative of labor should be named. 


Malby Pleads for Platt. 


Mr. Malby again questioned the motives 
of the trio who had voted against Mr. 
Baker, and laughed at the idea that the 
rrajority members were politically ‘* bound 
and gagged and grouping about the legs of 
Thomas Collier Platt, growing fat every 
time they touched the hem of his gar- 
ment.”’ 

He said that he had certain independent 
ideas of his own, but he declared that ‘f 
he had besought Senator Platt to save him 
from political death or had been refused 
fruit from the political fruit tree he would 


not berate the leader. He likened Messrs. 
Brackett, Brown, and Elsberg to the 
“three men in a bowl who went to sea, 
and who, 
“If their bow] had been stronger, 
This tale- had been longer. 


‘I know these men too well,’”’ continued 
Mr. Malby, ‘“‘to believe that they are 
trying to throw off the roe of political 
bossism. Senator Brackett is not capes 
that which he stands for in his district. 

** Who is he that is more absolutely boss 
in his district than Senator Brackett? He 
gtands supreme, and I congratulate him. 
Senator Brown is the same in his district, 
while Mr. Elsberg is untiring in his en- 
ergy to occupy the same position in his 
district. 

** So disposing of all these reasons I come 
down to persoual reasons. But 1 do not 
propose to deal in personalities, If you 
three men want the respect of us who are 
‘bound and gagged’ your actions must not 
belie your words. ou are making ‘the 
Old Man's’ blood thinner in his declining 
years.

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PLATT BLAMES INSURGENTS. 


Says They Defeated Baker Out of Spite 
Does Not Know McCul- 
lagh’s Successor. 


Senator Thomas C. Platt was not at all 
disconcerted when informed yesterday of 
the rejection by the State Senate of the 
nomination of Frank M. Baker of Owego 
to be Railroad Commissioner for another 
term. 

“The three Republican Senators who 
have been acting against thé majority did 
it,” he said. ‘‘The act has absolutely no 
political significance. It is a matter of 
personal spite directed against me by the 
recalcitrant Senators Elsberg, Brackett, 
and/ Brown. 

‘TI cannot understand the action of Sen- 
ator Ambler of Columbia, Mr. Louis F. 
Payn’s district, in voting with the Demo- 
crats against Baker, because, as I am in- 
formed, his vote was not needed. 

‘Chairman George W. Dunn telephoned 
me he had done all in his power to keep 
Ambler in line, but that the Senator for 
occult reasons satisfactory to himself re- 
fused to vote with the majority of the Re- 
publican Senators. 

“The rejection of Mr. Baker's nomination 
is merely an effort on the part of the three 
recalcitrant Senators to get even with me. 
They knew I favored Mr. Baker, and 
thought it was a good way to get even 
with me. Col. Baker is in no way respon- 
sible. He was rejected. because he was re- 


parsed as my man, and for no other reason. 
am informed that Mr. Payn tried also to 
hold Senator Ambler in line.” 

‘What will be the effect of Baker's re- 
jection? ’"’ the Senator was asked. 

“Mr. Baker,”’ replied Senator Platt, 
‘“‘ will be continued in the board. I have 
been assured that Gov. Odell will reappoint 
him when the Legislature adjourns.”’ 

“Ts such action necessary? Does he not 
hold over until his successor is appointed 
and qualified?’’ queried the reporter. 

‘** Yes, I suppose he does,’’ replied Senator 
Platt, “but it is always well to be on the 
safe side, and for that reason Mr. Baker 
will be age oe His nomination will, 
of course, have to be sent to the Senate 
when it meets next year.” 

The Senator's attention was called to the 
Stranahan law, passed during the Gov. 
Flower régime, which provides that a Gov- 
ernor cannot make a recess appointment for 
any office requiring the confirmation of the 
Senate except in case of the death of the 
incumbent. 

The Senator replied that he knew of no 
such law, but Collector Stranahan con- 
firmed its existence, and said it was passed 
when Gov, Flower had trouble with the 
officials of the asylum at Batavia. 

Regarding the selection of Assistant Dis- 
trict Attorney Morgan to succeed John Mc- 
Cullagh as Superintendent of Elections for 
the metropolitan district, Mr. Platt re- 
marked: 

“I do not know Mr. Morgan, and I have 
nothing to say about his nomination. I 
have known for several days that Mr. Mc- 
Cullagh would not be eg peel 

Senator Platt expressed his apotevel of 
the action of the New York Republican 
sentaeenl Association on the negro ques- 
tion. 

While the Senator would not discuss the 
action of Senator Ambler in voting against 
the nomination of Col Baker, the under- 
standing is that it was prompted by Mr.

BRACKETT ATTACKS RAINES. 


Recalls an Old Scandal in Which He 
Figured—Raines Refers to “Brack- 
ett of Canfield.” 


ALBANY, April 16.—Not less remarkable 
than the acrimonious debate over the nomi- 
nation of Frank M. Baker was an incident 
of the late afternoon session of the Sen- 
ate, in which Senator Brackett recalled 
charges of corruption that had been made 
ugainst Senator Raines, and the Repub- 
lican floor leader made a bitter reply in 
which he referred to Mr. Brackett as 
from ‘‘ Saratoga and Canfield."' 

This incident arose over an interview 
with Senator Raines, printed this morning 
in THe New YorK Times. In this inter- 
view the Republican leader said he did not 
believe Messrs. Brackett, Brown, -and Els- 
berg, the bolters, had ‘“‘an ounce of Re- 
publican blood in their bodies,’’ and pre- 
dicted that not one of them would be re- 
turned to the Senate. 

During the afternoon session Mr. Brack- 
ett had a clipping from THE NEw YorK 
Times sent to the desk and had the clerk 
read it. At its conclusion Senator Raines 
said He wished ‘to thank the reporter for 
that statement,"’ and Senator Brackett then 
arose to a question of personal privilege. 

‘When a Senator goes so far as to not 
only commit a breach of courtesy, but 


violates the decencies that should prevail 
in private life, it is time that some notice 
should be taken of his actions,"’ he said. 
‘*No matter how reluctant I am to wash 

arty linen in public, and disregarding my 
Beliet that family quarrels should be settled 
in private, when a Senator makes and pub- 
lishes statements that reflect on other Sen- 
ators I give the real reason for the pres- 
ent situation that has developed among us. 

“In the first place, who its this mighty 
gentleman that wants to read out of the 
party Senators who have always done their 
sworn duty and have been as loyal to the 
party as he has. ‘On what meat has this 
our Caesar fed that he has grown so 
great’ that he has the power to read out 
of the Republican Party at will any man 
who has the temerity to go counter to his 
wish? 

‘Has he inherited this power by last 
will or testament, or has he a deed to the 
leadership, or what not? We should study 
the history of this man who has arrogated 
to himself the, powers of giving political 
life or death to those who do not obey him. 

‘*In the first place, I have done nothing 
for which I shall apologize. Had I not pro- 
tested as I did appinst the action of a man 
who organized this Senate without saying 
a word to any one of those who ought to 
have been consulted, I would have been 
ashamed to look into the face of the little 
boy who calls me father.

(Raines,) who blithely as a school girl 
swinging a pail and tripping among the 
daisies, wishes, to read me out of the party, 
has said that I was hostile to his leadership 
because at one time he opposed certain of 
my bills. No, my opposition to him is for 
greater and other reasons. With the ex- 
ception of the Senator from the Forty-sec- 
ond (Raines) there never has rankled with- 
in my breast the feeling that any member 
ever attempted to do me an injustice by 
opposing my legislation or otherwise.

of law. He invoked the judgment of his 
peers, and the jury refused to acquit him, 
and he then permitted the action to rest 
without further trial, consenting to rest 
under the most hideous charges that had 
been made against him. 

“IT say I wanted an explanation from this 
man high in power, but my request was 
brushed aside as seemingly unworthy of 
consideration, I am ving if the tor 
from the weet pteaas {Raines} will place 
his hand on his heart and say that the 
cha is not true, to believe it. ;

Senator Raines replied that those who 
did not vote for a verdict to give him dam- 
ages did not believe that the unwarranted 
attack had damaged him to any extent, 
and the more he thought of it later the 
more he had become of that opinion—that 
the attack had not injured him. 


Charges Against Mr. Raines. 


The charges referred to by Senator brack- 
ett in his speech were made after consider- 
able talk about a corruption fund in the 
Legislature during the Spring of 1895. A 
New York newspaper published a story to 
the effect that Senator Raines and two 
other Senators had asked $45,000 from mem- 


bers of the New York Fire Department fcr 
the passage of a bill increasing pay for 
certain Fire Department members. 

Senator Raines brought the matter up in 
the Senate with a demand for an investi- 
gation, and a committee was aphointed. It 
held hearings, at which Lemue ed Quigg, 
then editor of the newspaper, and Louis F. 
Payn figured, Mr. Quigg saying that the 
story in question was based, not upon per- 
sonal knowledge but upon “ information 
and belief.’’ uch interesting information 
about Mr. Payn’s connection with certain 
legislation was elicited and a sensation 
was caused at one stage of the proceedings 
by the suicide of John McCabe, an ex-As- 
sistant Chief of the Fire Department, on 
the night before he was slated to appear as 
a witness before the investigating commit- 
tee. 

The committee ultimately exonerated the 
three Seriators in question. Senator Raines 
then brought suit for $50,000 damages. In 
this suit the jury disagreed and the matter 
was dropped,

ALBANY, April 16.—Members of the Sen- 
ate were greatly surprised torday when a 
communication from Goy. Odell was read 
in which he nominated George W. Morgan 
to succeed John McCullagh as State Super- 
intendent of Electicns. Mr. Morgan is First 
Assistant to District Attorney Jerome of 
New York County. 

The vote had just been taken which had 
decided the political fate of Frank. M.

certain Washington connections he was 
able to promise to have the clerk placed 
on the list. Usually an agreement was 
entered into whereby a sum of money was 

aid, It was evident that the syndicate in 

ashington had access to the list. It is 
said that nearly a thousand clerks paid 
money to the agents of the syndicate.

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DESPERATE GANG HELD 
TN MURDER MYSTERY 


F evidence of Coining, Blackmail 
and Assassination Plots Found. 


TWELVE MEN IN CUSTODY. 


Secret. Service Detectives Saw Barrel 
Victim. Passed from Member to 
Member of the Band on Day 


He Met Death. 


The surprisingly vast amount of knowl- 
edge of the Italian Mafia—perhaps — the 
most secret and terrible organization in 
the world—that is possessed by the United 
States Secret Service Bureau was revealed 
yesterday, when information concerning 
that erder was given out by Agent Will- 
jam J. Flynn. 

Mr. Flynn made his statements in ex- 
planation of the holding of the twelve 
Sicilians who were arrested—eight of them 
on Wednesday night and four yesterday— 
in connection with the murder of the yet 
unidentified man whose body was found in 
a barrel in East Eleventh Street early 
Tuesday morning. 

That among these prisoners are the mur- 
derers of the barrel victim, of Joseph Ca- 
tania, the Brooklyn grocer, and other Ital- 
ians who met deaths which until now have 
been clouded with mylstery, the Secret 
Service men and the police feel certain. 
Agent Flynn says he has positive informa- 
tion as to which two of the men killed 
Catania, and he is quite certain which 
/enes were directly implicated in the latest 

J mimes, 

But at an early hour this morning all of 
the details of the plans of the authorities 
had not yet been carried out, aS was evi- 
denced by: the announcement that it was 
not quite time to lodge definite charges of 
these crimes against the men under arrest, 
and the further and more significant state- 
ment of Mr. Flynn and Inspector Mc- 
Clusky of the Detective Bureau, that they 
expected to apprehend and arrest to-day 
or to-night another man—the thirteenth 
member of the confederation—which arrest, 
they said, would be of incalculable import- 
ance; in fact, that it would be as impor- 
tent as all of the other arrests combined. 

After the arrest on the Bowery Wednes- 
day night of eight of the plotters, Ignazo 
Lupo’ was the first taken by the police. 
Lupo was believed by the Secret Service 
agents to be the treasurer of the Palermo 
Society of the Mafia. The Palermo Society 
is that branch of the general order whose 
members in this country formerly were 
retidents of the province of that name. 

Lupo’s apartments. at 433 West Forty- 
third Street, were forcibly entered by a 
number of detectives early yesterday morn- 
ing. Lupo was in bed when the detectives 
arrived. He feigned illness, saying he was 
suffering from diphtheria, but a physician 
from Roosevelt Hospital who was called 

_ Baid he was shamming, and he was taken 
to Police Headquarters. 

In the flat were found three large revol- 
vers, a dagger similar to those that were 
carried by the men arrested the evening 
before, a large amount of literature of the 
society, and letters. The-authorities say 
that this literature and these letters prove 
conclusively that Lupo was the Treasurer 
of his branch of the Mafia. Lupo is twen- 
ty-five years old and, ostensibly at least, 
an importer of wines at 9 Prince Street. 

At about daybreak yesterday Vito 
Laduca was located. He is the proprietor 
of the butcher shop at 16 Stanton Street, 
where Moréllo, the “leader, and his three 
ccmpanions were seen on the night of the 
murder in company with the man who 
re the victim. He could not be found 
mn the round-up on Wednesday evening. 
But next morning he was discovered on the 
top floor of a tenement house across the 
street from his shop—at 15 Stanton Street. 
At the same time and place was arrested 
Nickola Testré, nineteen years old, who 
lives with Laduca. Both of these men 
were held as witnesses, At 9 o'clock still 
another arrest was made, Lalamia 
Giuseppi, of 308 Mott Street, being taken 
into custody by Detective Sergeants 
Patrosino and Carey.

/ EXCITING SCENE AT HEADQUARTERS.

Counterfeiting is the chief crime in which 
they are found to engage by the Secret 
Service agents in all parts of the country. 
As a sort of side issue—although this in 
some places is found to be their chief voca- 
tion—blackmailing is resorted to. The local 
authorities now believe that the gang they 
have under arrest engaged in this business 
more extensively than they had supposed 
previously and that the pewer of the band 
Was very great. 


ITALIANS FEAR TO TALK, 

That Italians of all stations—from wealthy 
bankers and merchants to subway laborers 
—are intimidated by the threats and be- 
lieve in the power of this society was plain- 
ly manifested yesterday. There was a 
veritable reign of terror among those peo- 
ple. Detectives and newspaper reporters 
interviewed a large number of Italians of 


every rank. Some of them, even of tne 
well-to-do and educated persons, visibly 
shrank when the name of the mysterious 
order was mentioned, and turned and left 
the questioner’s presence  precipitately.

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BIGCES CARGO SHIP 
IN WORLD LAUNCHED 


The Minnesota Is for the Great 
Northern’s Pacific Trade. 


J. J. Hill in Speech at Ceremonies Ex- 
presses His Views Regarding the 
Merger Decision. 


NEW LONDON, Conn., April 16.—In the 
presence of thousands of spectators, includ- 
ing many visitors from New York, Boston, 
and other cities, the largest vessel ever 
built in this country, and the greatest cargo 
carrier in the world, was launched this 
afternoon” at the yards of the Eastern 
Shipbuilding Company, in Groton, across 
the Thames River from this city. The 
sponsor of the mammoth ship was Miss 
Clara Hill, daughter of J. J. Hill, President 
of the Great Northern Steamship Company, 
for which the vessel was built, to become 
a part of the company's Pacific and Orien- 
tal carrying service. As the giant hull be- 
gan to move Miss Hil! broke a bottle of 
Mumm’s over the bow, and named the ship 
the Minnesota. 

Mr. Hill was received with enthusiastic 
cheering when he arose to speak, 

‘In railway transportation we lead the 
world,”’ said he. *‘ In the United Kingdom 
it costs $2.30 to ship a ton of freight 100 
miles; in Germany, &2; in France, $1.75; in 
Russia, $1.30; whereas the average for the 


United States is only 72 cents. I hope I 


may in some manner have contributed to 
this result. But in steamship transporta- 
tion we are children. To-day any old tramp 
steamer of any nation that spies an Amer- 
ican vessel putting into a harbor with a 
bundle of freight will shout ‘Drop that 
bundle,’ and immediately the bundle drops. 

‘With that great vessel out there riding 
at anchor I don’t want to be told to drop 
any bundle. Moreover, I now give notice to 
all comers that I will not drop it. Once the 
American merchant marine was the envy 
of nations, and with progressive and lib- 
erai treatment at the hands of the Govern- 
ment our flag shall again be supreme on 
the high seas. 

In expressing his sentiments pope ane 
the merger decision, Mr. Hill said 

‘In order to develop our commerce with 
the Orient and meet the competition of 
nations there must exist a power of con- 
trol that can collect and forward it. But 
now we are told that such power is a crime 
and that he who exercises it is a crimina.. 

I now here plead guilty to that crime, 
whatever the penalty that may be im- 
»0s8ed.’ 

; Charles R. Hanscom, General Manager of 
the New London Ship Yard and presiding 
officer of the ceremonies, then introduced 
Judge Burke of Seattle, who declared that 
Mr. Hill, with his three railroads and his 
shipping, had ne e more for Puget Sound 
and the Far Northwest than all other de- 
veloping inca ” oan Mr. Hill, he 
said, had created the Puget Sound lumber 
industry by reducing rail rates on lumber 
one-half and making it posstble to ship 
Puget Sound lumter over all the United 
States, and now he was extending his 
transportation energies from_the railway 
terminals across the Pacific Ocean to give 
the American people possession of the 
commerce of the Orient. 

Gov. Chamberlain of Connecticut paid a 
tribute te the builders and to Mr. Hill. 
Representative Brandegee, ex-Gov. Waller, 
John W. Gates, and Lewis Nixon also 
spcke. 

*Milustrative of the size of the Minnesota, it 
may be said that the White Star liner 
Cedric, which is registered at the same 
tonnage and exceeds the Minnesota in 
length, has dead weight carrying capacity 
of 18,400 tons, while that of the Minnesota 
is 28,000. As compared with the largest 
steamships built at American shipyards, 
the Minnesota and the Dakota, soon to be 
launched, have very nearly double the ton- 
nage displacement and fully double*the net 
dead weight carrying capacity. 

The strength of the Minnesota's hull is 
shown by the fact that it is twice as thick 
as that of the American battleship, the 
Oregon. Where the Oregon uses steel deck 
plating half an inch in thickness, the Min- 
nesota uses an inch to an inch and a quar- 
ter plate. Where the Oregon uses a main 
frame 6 by 3% inches, the Minnegota uses 
a 12-inch. The Minnesota is of e inter- 
mediate cargo and passenger type, and was 
buflt under Lloyd’s survey. She is 630 feet 
long, 73 feet 6 inches wide, 56 feet high to 
upper deck, 88 feet high to Captain's bridge, 
177 feet high to top of mast, and has five 
continuous decks, all “plated with steel. 
Four decks not continuous are the fore- 


castle. ‘promenade, bridge, and boat decks, 


and on top of al comes the Captain’s, or 
navigating bridge, making nine decks in all. 

The Minnesota will carry 172 first cabin 
passengers, 110 second cabin, 68 third cabin, 
and 2,424 steerage passengers or troops, in 
addition to a crew of 250. Her speed is 
fourteen knots, and she is expected to aver- 
age twelve knots with the heaviest cargoes 
and in the worst weather. 

In regard to the cargo capacity of the 
vessel it will carry a cargo that would fill 
a railroad train seven miles long, or 125 
trains of twenty cars each. 


CREW RESCUED AT ~ SEA 


Six Men of the Schooner Bella Russell 
Taken from a Rowboat Off the ~ 
New Jersey Coast. 


Six sailors who were rescued about twen- 
ty miles east of Absecom last Tuesday by 
the crew of the Norwegian steamship Ber- 
gen, arrived in port yesterday afternoon. 
Capt. J. G. James and his five men of the 
schooner Bella Russell, when picked up, 
had been for eight hours battling for life 
in a rowboat that was partly filled with 
water. 

It was about 6 o’clock in the afternoon, 
while « fierce northeaster was raging, 
that the Bergen was sighted by the 
wrecked crew. At the time the Norwegian 
ship was having a hard time with the seas 
and wind. The lookout of the, Bergen at 
the same time\saw the rowboat with its six 
exhausted occupants. 

When the Bergen got within hailing dis- 
tance the six men in the rowboat were sig- 
naled to work their boat alongside. High 
head seas were running, and it was only 

after a long pull that the Russell's crew 


managed to get close eheugh to the Bergen 
for the crew of the steamship to rescue 


i them. After much difficulty the men were 


all hauled on board, where they were fed 
and clothed. 

When abandoned the Bella Russell was 
bound from Machias for Philadelphia. In 
a heavy gale last week the schooner put 
into Gayhead for harbor, and on Monday 
afternoon Capt. James decided to resume 
his voyage. He had hardly lost sight of Gay- 
head when the winds freshened from the 
East and the big seas started to ruh. Then 
the skipper discovered that his craft had 
sprung a leak. The men tried to keep the 
water down, but the leak increased. Sail 
was shortened, but that did no good, and 
the vessel began to labor heavily. Then, to 
add to their trials, the greater part of 
the decklead was washed overboard, which 
caused the schooner to careen over until 


her hatches blew off, as a result of the: 


compression of air in her hold 

The crew, in a last effort to save the 
craft, cast over more of the deckload, in 
the hope of Platine. hg her. Later the skip- 
per decided to abandon the schooner. Then 
came the eight hours’ fight for Iife and 
the rescue by the Bergen. When aban- 
doned the schooner was eight miles off 
Absecom. She was built in 1872, and _regis- 
tered 184 tons. She was owned by Russcll 
Brothers of Leesburg, N. J._

James W. Osborne, examining William 
N,. Amory, elicited testimony as to numer- 
ous apparent discrepancies in thé compa- 
ny’s reports. Among the new charges 
jramed by Mr. Osborne during his exam- 
inetion of Mr. Amory was one to the effect 
that the officials, in permitting the blanket 
mortgage to be placed on the entire prop- 
erty of the Metropolitan for $65,000,000 10 
the Morton Trust Company, stated througa 
Presigent H. H. Vreeland that $54,000,000 
of the amount was to be used to pay oif 
the funded debt of the Metropolitan, leav- 
inz $11,000,000 in bonds to be turned into 
the Treasury of the Interurban Company, 
thus causing the latter corporation to come 
int possession of $11,000,000 of the capital 
steck of the Metropolitan, out of which ac- 
quired capital stock the Interurban was to 
pay its 7 per cent. dividends. This action 
Mr. Osborne described as the most remark- 
able piece of financiering Wall Street ever 
saw. 

De Lancey Nicoll and Paul D. Cravath, 
lawyers for Mr. Vreeland and the company, 
were again pitted against Messrs. Osborne 
and Philbin, and the Nicoll-Osborne squab- 
bling was even more marked than en the 
previous day. Mr. Philbin had something 
to say occasionally, when there was testi- 
mony relating to his part in the investiga- 
tion of the company’s management. Dur- 
ing the progress of the hearing his report

JOHN D. CRIMMINS CALLED. 


Amory was excused for the time 
being. Mr. Osborne having finished with 
him. Mr. Nicoll said he would recall him 
later, but in the meantime he called Jchn 
D. Crimmins, who, after giving his address 
as 40 Kast Sixty-eighth Street, said he 
knew Amory. 

Q.—How long? A.—I’ve recognized him proba- 
bly as long as five years. 

Q.—Did he come to see you in Charleston. 
Yes 

Q.—When? A.—On Feb, 23 of this year. 

Q.—Did he have a card of introduction from 
any one? A.—Yes, from Mr. Philbin, 

Mr. Crimmins said Mr. Amory and he 
had had a conversation about the Metropoli- 
tan. Previously, before leaving New York 
for the South, he had talked with Mr. Phil- 
bin on the same subject. As far as he could 
remember, that conversation with Mr. Phil- 
bin included Mr. Philbin'’s telling him that 
some one, whose name was not mentioned, 
had called his attention to the affairs of 
the company. Discrepancies had _ been 
charged, Mr. Philbin told him. 

‘“*At that time,’’ added Mr. Crimmins, 
‘“‘there thad been considerable talk about 
the company’s affairs in the Street.’’ This 
remark was stricken out. 

Mr. Philbin had said nothing about 
whether he ought or ought not to take the 
case, said Mr. Crimmins. 

“What did you say to him in reply to the 
information he gave you?” Mr. Crimmins 
was asked. 

‘*T answered him, but not having any de- 
cided views I didn’t pay much attention to 
the matter.”’ 

After going South, Mr. Crimmins said, he 
got a telegram from Mr. Philbin. The mes- 
sage was to the effect that Mr. Phiibin 
did not feel like taking up the case con- 
trary to the wishes of Mr. Crimmins, and 
he would like the latter to meet a gentle- 
man who would talk to him about the Met- 
ropolitan’s affairs. The*gentleman’s name 
was not mentioned. Mr. Crimmins replied 
that he would meet the gentleman in 
Charleston, on his way home, and when he 
reached that city he saw Mr. Amory. 

“What was said between you?” 

“Mr. Amory stated that considerable 
money had been taken from the Metropoli- 
tan Street Railway Company. He gave 
some figures. I didn’t give much consid— 

“I object, I object,’’ interrupted Mr. Os- 
borne, but he was overruled, and the wit- 
ness continued by saying that Mr. Amory 
reviewed some of the charges against the 
company. 

““I told him,” said the witness, ‘“ that 
his conclusions did not seem to be along 
correct lines; that there might be many 
explanations, and that it was a mere mat- 


ter of bookkeeping. 

He told Mr. Amory of cases that had 
come up when he himself was President 
of the railway company. Often bonds, 
already signed, were kept unissued in the 
treasury, for instance. Such action might 
explain many things. He told Mr. Amory 
he thought the moneys to which the lat- 
ter referred must have gone toward the 
betterment of the company, and not into 
anybody's pocket. 

‘‘Mr. Amory asked me not to persuade 
Mr. Philbin to give up the case,” added 
the witness, ‘“‘ but I wrote to Mr. Philbin 
immediately and gave him my views.” 


THE LETTER TO PHILBIN. 

Asked to tell what was in his letter, he 
said he expressed the agpinion that Mr. 
Fhilbin was hunting a phantom in taking 
this case. He also wrote that Mr. Amory’s 
stories were conflicting. The Metropolitan 
Company, he explained, was and had al- 
ways been very careful in issuing its bonis 
to have its accounts perfect, and the legal 
perfectness of them was vouched for by 
such experts as Messrs. Root, Joline, and 


Auerbach, and ex-Judge Brown. 

The letter continued with the advice that 
if Mr. Philbin would find earnest men de- 
siring information, -an application to Mr. 
Vreeland and the Directors would cause 
Mr. Vreeland to clear up all doubts. Mr. 
Crimmins added that he did not believe Mr. 
Amory’s purposes were good; that he 
thought they were either gain or revenge. 
He said he had concluded that Mr. Amory 
expected to discover some slight omissions 
on the part of officials of the company 
and then offer his discoveries for sale to 
the officials. He had asked Mr. Amory 
what were his objects, and the reply had 
been that they were purely personal, and 
not for the good of the stockholders. 

Mr. Philbin, continued the witness, an- 
swered the letter and stated that he was 
going to take up the case. Later, after re- 
turning to New York, they talked it over. 

‘Didn't Mr. Philbin say to you,” in- 
quiread Mr. Nicoll, ‘‘ that in taking up this 
suit there was fame and fortune for him?” 

‘“*No, he didn’t say so.’’ replied Mr. Crim- 
mins, accenting ‘“* he,’’ ‘‘ but that was what 
setrrehody else said to him.’’ 

On Mr. Osborne’s objection the statement 
about what somebody else said to Mr. 
Philbin was ruled out. Mr. Crimmins. 
however, insisted on saying that what 
somebody else said to Mr. Philbin was 
quoted in the letter from Mr. Philbin. The 
lawyers, after some argument, were told 
that the letter must be produced, and the 
witness could not tell what was in it from 
memory. During the argument Mr. Nicoll 
pointed his finger at Mr. Osborne and said:

Mr. Osborne objected on the ground 
that Mr. Amory had not been connected 
by any evidence with having gone to Mr. 
Braker about Metropolitan at that time.

BRAKER’'S SHORT SALES.

FEAR PASSAGE OF “GRAB” BILL 
Omnibus Measure Is Reported to the 


Senate, and a Majority May 
Vote for It, 


Special to The New York Times. 

ALBANY,’ April 1:8.—~The Wilcox omni- 
bus street railroad “grab” bill was re- 
ported by the Senate Committee on Rall- 
roads to-day. It will now go on the calen- 
dar, and a determined effort to pass it will 
be mae. Assistant Corporation Counsel 
Whitman said to-night that he feared the 
promoters of the measure, will be able to 
marshal a sufficient number of votes in 
the Senate to pus it through. 

The Wilcox bill is regarded as the @orst 
of all the street railroad “grab” bills 
which have come in for denunciation from 
the city authorities and citizens of New 
York, as it embraces the objectionable 
features of nearly all of the street rail- 
road measures to which objection has been 
raised. 

The measure 4s suppgged to be in the in- 
terest of the Union Railway, a new name 
for the Harlem Bridge, Morrisiana and 
Fordham Railroad Company, which is now 
part of the Interurban system. The prin- 
cipal purpose of the bill is to revive a lot 
of powers which have lapsed. Speaking of 
the effect which the bill would have, As- 
sistant Corporation Counsel Whitman snid: 

“Suppose that a paper corporation had 
years ago, secured the consent of local 
authorities within the territory now form- 
ing New York City. Suppose that this 
paper corporation in fact never had legal 
existence, because it had failed to comply 
with the statutes, and was in fact nothing 
but an attempt to incorporate the schemes 
and plans of adventurers looking for pub- 
lic franchises. 

‘““The consents.now are trash. This bill, 
if made law, and upheld by the courts, 
would make such trash most valuable 
property at the expense of the citizens 
of New York City.”

G. H. LEAVITT TESTIFIES. 


Mr. Nicoll then excused Mr. Cunningham 
and called G. Howland Leavitt, who gave 
his address as Bay Side, L. L., and said 
that he was engaged in business in Wall 
Street as an investor.

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PHILBIN'S REPORT 
~ ON METROPOLITAN 


Discrepancies Involving Millions 
‘Are Alleged. — 


OFFICIALS ASKED TO. EXPLAIN 


Charges for Engineering Expenses and 
Plan for. Interurban to Pay Divi- 
dends Guaranteed on Metro- 
politan Stock Attacked. 


Ex-District Attorney Eugene A. Philbin 
made public yesterday the report of his 
findings in the investigation of the Metro- 
politan Street Railway’s reports and ac- 
counts. He was engaged to do the work 
by Henry J. Braker, stockholder to the ex- 
tent of 100 shares. The report was handed 
over to the company, with a demand for 
explanations. s 

It became known when the findings were 
made public that Mr. Philbin had-been re- 
tained by another client besides Mr. Braker. 
This client is John F. Doyle, real estate 
operator, and he has owned 500 shares of 
Metropolitan stock for several years. In 
handing his report to the company Mr. 
Philbin submitted Mr. Doyle’s name as well 
as Mr. Braker’s. This was done largely for 
the purpose of proving good faith, as the 
company's lawyers had claimed in the 
course of the Amory-Vreeland hearings 
that the short time during which Mr. Brak- 
er had held his stock argued a plan to 
harass the company. 

Mr. Philbin’s report, which is headed “A 
Statement of Facts Shown by the Reports 
of the Metropolitan Street Railway Com- 
pany and Subsidiary Lines to the Board of 
Railroad Commissioners, and other Docu- 
ments and Papers Hereinafter Referred to, 
Covering the Period Embraced by the Years 
1895 to 1902, Both Inclusive,’’ begins” by 
charging that in 1898, 1900, and 1901 the 
company informed the commission it had 
expended for construction and equipment 
millions of dollars more than the balance 
sheets of that period show was spent. The 
difference was $10,057,849.09. 

Further, Mr. Philbin states, there were 
incorrect reperts of disbursements, par- 
ticularly with regard to loans and invest- 
ments, and the differences in these items as 
shown in reports and balance sheets, ag- 
gregated millions. It is impossible, says 
the report, to account for the apparent dis- 
crepancy of $3,000,000 where the report of 
1901 reported $2,245,598.78 as the amount 
due from lessor companies, and the item 
was carried forward in the next year’s re- 
port as ‘“‘balance due from lessor com- 
panies, June 30, 1901, $5,245,598.78.”’ 

The report brings out the claims made by 


Mr. Amory on the witness stand two days 
ago to the effect that the reports showed 


the company to have charged several times 
for building the Second Avenue electric 
line. Under the head ‘“ Repeated Charges 
for Same Construction Work on Certain 
Leased Lines,’’ the report continues: 


In the year 1900 the company reports a total 
expenditure of $557,339,23 for ehange of motive 
power ‘‘on First Avenue from Thirty-fourth to 
Forty-second Street and on Tenth Avenue, Thir- 
ty-fourth to Forty-second Street, and Fifty-ninth 
Street and Tenth Avenue.”’ 

That portion of the route on First Avenue from 
Thirty-fourth to Forty-second Street and on 
Tenth Avenue from Forty-second to Fifty-ninth 
Street was actually constructed and paid for by 
the Forty-second Street, Manhattanville and St. 
Nicholas Avenue Railway Company in the years 


1899 ‘and 1900. 
That portion of the route described on Tenth 


Avenue between Thirty-fourth and Forty-second 
Streets has never been changed to the under- 
ground trolley system, although new and heavier 
rails have been laid in the streets, the cost of 
which, however, hag been fully charged up to 
the Forty-second Street d Grand Street Ferry 
Railroad Company in tat company’s report for 
1901, (Page 1,417.) . 

After mentioning other instances of dupli- 
cate charging of constructidn expenses, Mr. 
Philbin says.that a recapitulation of facts 
shows: i 

1. That in .the Summer of 1898 this company 
had completed the construction of its under- 
ground trolley on ‘Fifty-ninth Street, between 
Tenth Avenue and First Avenue, with equipment, 
at a total cost of $681,356.55, the total distance 
being 3.08 miles of single track road, including 


turnouts and switches. : 
2. That in the year 1900 the ‘company reports 


expenses in excess of $557,000 for change of mo- 
tive power on a portion of its route where it 
does not operate the underground trolley, which 
change was pald for by another company, and 
also reports change of motive power on still 
another portion of its route still operated by 
horse cars where no change to underground trol- 
ley has ever been made and where such other 
changes as have been made have been charged to 
another company. 

3. That in 1901 ‘the company reports expendi- 
ture in excess of $200,000 for change of motive 
power already reported in previous years, and 
which, as above stated, was paid for by another 


company. 

4, That in 1902 the company once more charges 
for change of motive power over the various 
routes previously charged for and referred to 
above. amounting to more than $566,000. 

5. That the total cost for change of motive 
power is $2,005,616.57, which jis at the rate of 
$651,174 per mile of single-track road, while the 
cost of the same at the rate of $150,000 per mile 
would equat $462,000, an apparent excess of 
$1,548, 616.57, 

Referring to the statement just made, that the 
cost should not have exceeded $15,000 per mile, 
it has been repeatedly stated by the President of 
your company that the cost of change of motive 
power from horse to underground electricity with 
equipment averages $150,000 per mile of single- 
track road in the City of New York. 

Gontinuing, the report repeats practically 
what Mr. Amory said on the stand about 
the building and excess charges for the 
Twenty-third Street Line, the Forty-second 
Street and Grand Street Ferry Road, and 


the Thirty-fourth Street Line. 

In connection with numerous instances of 
overcharging for engineering expenses and 
the like, such as Mr. Osborne attempted to 
show up in examining Mr. Amory, the re- 
port says: 


. It appears, therefore, that your company has 
pretended to hfive expended for engineering and 
superintendence on leased lines; between the 
years 1898 and 1902 a grand total of $1,391,540.44. 
This charge is found to be at the rate of more 
than $762 a day, including Sundays and holi- 
days, for a period embracing the last five years. 
Such charge covers o total mileage of 43.11 
of double-track electric road of leased lines, 
which is at the rate of more than $32,000 per 
mile of double-track road for this single item 
of engineering and superintendence during pre- 
liminary and construction work, 


Apropos of the lease of the Metropolitan 
to the Interurban, Mr. Philbin brings out 
the claim that,‘‘in the plainest possible 
language "” the company stated that it re- 
quired $23,000,000 for paying the unfunded 
debt incurred in the purchase of the Third 
Avenue Road and to extend its electrical 
system, whereas previous sworn statements 
showed that months before this the com- 
any’s unfunded debt for the said purchase 
had been cleared. Elaborate figures are 
given in support of this. The report con- 


tinues: 

Other features of the Interurban lease ought 
to be considered also. 

Instead of paying the Metropolitan Company 
the $23,000,000 cash as agreed, which was to 
have been recsived by the Metropolitan Company 
from the Metropolitan Securities Company, it 
appears that only 25 per cent. of the subscription 
to the $30,000,000 capital stock of the Securities 
Company has been called for and paid, and that 
the Interurban Company has received but a pro- 
portionate amount of cash from this source to 
enable it to pay the Metropolitan Company the 
sums of money due under the term of lease. 

In consequence, the Interurban Company has 
been borrowing millions of dollars to pay in part 
its obligations to the Metropolitan Company, 
while the Metropolitan, in its own behalf, has 
been borrowing also many other millions of dol- 
lars which ought to have been supplied by the 
Interurban on 

But this is not all, for while the Metropolitan 
Company has been continuously since tha date of 
the lease, and is at present, a creditor of the 
Interurban Company, yet in July last the Metro- 
peices Company issued $11,000,000 of its own 

onds and turned the proceeds thereof over to 
the Interurban Company, in accordance with the 
arrangement described in the Interurban circu- 
lar, and as agreed upon by the two comipanies 
in the lease. 

It ie clear that these $11,000,000 were provided 
for the purpose = aaeene a eae Com- 
pany to carry out its contract to pay per cent. 
guaranteed dividends on the $52,040,000 of Met- 
ropolitan stock, for the Interurban Company has 
no earning capacity of its own, and its only 
earnings are represented by the earnings of the 
Metropolitan Company itself, which never have 
been and are not at present equal to 7 per cent. 
on its capital stock. 

Accordingly the anomaly is presented of the 
Metropolitan Company, although a creditor of the 
Interurban, increasing its own liabilities by 
$11,000,000 so as to enable the Interurban Com- 

ny to carry out its guarantee of paying divi- 
$ upon Metropolitan stock, In other words, 
the Metropolitan st iders haye syne into 
debt to the extent $11,000,000 so that they 
might receive unearned dividends in the future

National Convention: Agrees to 
It in Principle. 


Important Amendments Desired, But 
the Task of Securing Them Is to 
be Left to the Irish Party 
in the Commons. 


e 


DUBLIN, April 16.—By a unanimous vote 
the Irish National Convention which met 
here to-day accepted in principle the Irish 
Land bill, introduced in the House of Com- 
mons by the Right Hon. George Wyndham, 
Chief Secretary for Ireland, and intrusted 
to John E. Redmond and his party the task 
of securing in the House of Commons that 
“serious amendment in various points of 
vital importance” which the National Con- 
vention may consider essential. 

The convention to-morrow will outline 
the shape that the amendments should 
take, and on Saturday Lord Dunraven, 
Lord Mayo, Capt. Shawe-Taylor, John E, 
Redmond, M. P.; William O’Brien, M. P., 
and T. W. Russell, M. P., are likely to 
meet at a round table conference in order 
to diseuss the landlords and tenants’ opin- 
fons on the Land bill and try to arrive at 
a common basis of Parliamentary action. 

To-day’s proceedings at the convention 
revealed passionate discontent with vari- 
ous features of the bill, but nothing so seri- 
ous as to indicate danger of its ultimate re- 
jection. Even Michael Davitt, who had an 
opportunity of dividing the delegates into 
two bitterly opposing camps, amid dra- 
matic excitement subordinated his own 
views and pledged himself to abide by the 
convention's verdict. Mr, Redmond and 
Mr. O’Brien triumphed over all objections; 
indeed, the objectors, save Mr. Davitt, 
were scarcely given a hearing by the dele- 
gates. 

ABOUT 2,000 DELEGATES. 

Every available seat in the historic Round 
Room of the Mansion House was taken by 
the delegates, numbering about 2,000, who 
surged up the. aislés in a solid mass and 
overflowed into the surrounding rooms. 
For six hours without a break the dele- 
gates sat or stood listening to the speeches 
of their leaders, spiritual and political. Not 
for many a day has such a representative 
gathering been seen in Dublin. 

Irish wit and eloquence lived up to their 
reputation. Speaker after speaker brought 
the gudience to that pitch of enthusiasm 


where hats were thrown up and men stood 
yelling with delight upon the chairs. When 
a platform speaker failed to please, com- 
ments from the audience supplied an im- 
petus. The crowd was irrepressible. Old 
men, white-haired relics of the Land 
League, young farmers, rising factors in 
the United Irish League, fresh from the 
fields of Connaught and Munster; County 
Councilors, priests, young and old, rose 
constantly from their seats to hurl some in- 
terjection of approval or otherwise at the 
speakers. The force of habit was far too 
strong to prevent the sons of the soil from 
cheering madly when some speaker referred 
“to the landlords as “ blood suckers,’’ which 
not infrequently brought the response from 
the body of the hall, *‘ To hell with them! ”’ 
*Good man!” the audience would shout 
when William O’Brien, Michael Dayitt, or 
some other popular orator voiced the pre- 
vailing sentiment. . 

Throughout the day this gathering of 
Irish tenants, so picturesque, so terribly in 
earnest, -so swayed by the eloquence of the 
Irish Jeaders; néver ceased to make a fit 
setting’ for the heroic epithets in which the 
fpeakers described -the convention and the 
issues depending on its decision. Through 
all the various waves of emotion John Red- 
mond sat in the chair, impassive, and keep- 
ing order .“‘ like Parnell,’’ as an old Nation- 
alist said.. “His head was constantly en- 
oo by the swinging hands and arms 
of the speakers. 

Wiliam O’Brien and Michael Davitt were 
the he®6és of the hour. T. W. Russell, the 
Ulster member, who unexpectedly appeared 
in the hall, received a great welcome from 
his former opponents. Much significance 
is attached to his presence, as he is not a 
member of the Nationalist Party. After 
the convention all the leaders expressed 
theirecomplete satisfaction at the proceed- 
ings and the practical unanimity of so 
many. representative bodies throughout Ire- 
and. *’ 

““Eager«for peace, but ready for war in 
ease the’ English wish to continue,” was, 
to quate “one speaker, the keynote of to- 
day's convention. 

The preceédings of the convention began 
when Timothy Harrington, M. P., Lord 
Mayor of- Dublin, and Michael Davitt in- 
ducted John Ex Redmond, M. P., the Irish 
leader, into the.chair, while the delegates 
gone to their feet, cheered, and waved their 

ats. 3 

Cable messages were read from various 
Irish organizations: in New York, Balti- 
more, and other American cities wishing 
the convention success. 

The notable absentees were John Dillon; 
M. P., and Edward Blake, who are both ill. 


s MR. REDMOND'’S SPEECH. 
‘Mr. Redmond opened the proceedings 


with an impressive speech. “‘ This conven- 
tion,”’ he declared, “is the most solemn, 
the most momentous event in the history 
.of living Irishmen, with the exception of 
the introduction of the Home Rule bill. 
There are in the lives of nations, as there 
are ir. the lives of individuals, opportuni- 
ties which, once lost, can never be re- 


gained. Such an occasion I believe the 
present to be.” 

In solemn tones and amid tense silence 
Mr. Redmond begged his hearers to remem- 
ber their tremendous responsibility. If they 
rejected the bill it was dead forever, and 
the greatest prospect of freedom since 
“the infamous Act of Union was passed ”’ 
would disappear. Continuing, Mr. Red- 
mond said: 

““Whateyer defects Mr. Wyndham's bill 
has, an am inclined to minimize them, 
its object.is.the complete and final aboli- 
tion of landlordism in all its essentials. 
Ireland is united as she never was before. 
Each man must well weigh his words and 
remember that the whole future of his

~ Pleading for a friendly spirit In the dis- 
cussion Mr, O’Brien remarked: 

“Tf all goes well it will be the greatest 
resurrection of hope, joy, and happiness 
that has ever visited this country in a 
thousand years past. It is the biggest thing 
English. statesmanship has ever done 
toward restoring the soil of Ireland to 
irishmen.”’ 

Mr. O’Brien concluded by saying that, 
while Mr. Redmond and himself did not 
Want to entangle the land question with 
Home Rule, they might as well “try to 
turn honest Irish blood into red ink as 
to allay my own and Ireland's desire for 
eventual Home Rule.’’ One of the results 
of the bill might perhaps eventually be to 
kill the English opposition to a Parliament 
on College Green, where all Irishmen, with- 
out distinction of creed and politics, might 
meet and legislate for Ireland's good. 


OBJECTORS TO THE MEASURE. 


When Patrick White, M. P., rose and 
moved the rejection of the Land bill as not 
meriting the support of the Irish Party, 
the delegates hissed him, and angry cries 
of ‘‘ Withdraw” came from all sides, Mr. 


Redmond finally secured a hearing for Mr. 
White, who said the bill was one of the 
most faulty measures ever introduced, and 
was entirely in favor of the landlords. 

Another speaker declared that Mr. Wynd- 
ham’'s bill would be “a millstone of debt 
around the tenants’ necks, but this brought 
forth howls of derision from the delegates, 
whom Mr. Redmond could scarcely keep in 
order. 

The good temper of the assemblage was 
restored by a landlord, Pierce O’Mahony, 
an ex-Parnellite Member of Parliament, 
who vigorously supported the bill, while 
a speech in Gaelic from Canon McFadden 
added’ further to the good humor. 

The announcement that the vote on Mr. 
White’s motion had been rejected by an 


‘overwhelming majority created tremendous 


enthusiasm. Only a few hands were held 
up in favor of the motion, while hundreds 
waved when “To the contrary’ was 
called, and hats were thrown up as the 
convention enthusiastically committed itself 
to the principle of the Land bill, subject 
to such amendments as the Irish Parlia- 
mentary Party can secure. we 

Michael Davitt then spoke, receiving 4 
great ovation. He demanded the release of 
Col. Arthur Lynch (who is undergoing a 
sentence of life imprisonment after having 
been convicted of high treason) and one 
other Irish agitator who is still in jail, and 
whose continued imprisonment, said Dr, 
Davitt, was unbecoming to the spirit of 
peace between Ireland and England. 

In the course of his speech Mr. Davitt 
expressed many differences of opinion with 
M-. O’Brien, Mr. Redmond, and the ma- 
jority of the delegates, but he promised to 
abide by the decision of the convention. He 
voiced his undying hatred of Irish land- 
lords and said he doubted if Mr. O'Brien 
wus right in believing that they would 
settle down and help in the development 
of the country after the passage of the bill. 

Mr. Davitt also made a strong plea on 
behalf of the Irish agricultural laborer, 
which he will elaborate. to-morrow when 
the suggested amendments are taken up 
in detail. He maintained that the bill, even 
as amended, would not Ft. an end to the 
land struggle, and moved in friendly terms 
an amendment to Mr. O’Brien’s motion. 
This provided that the Nationalist members 
of’ Parliament refer the bill back to the 
convention for final approval after it 
passes the committee stage in the House 
of Commons, so that the people themselves 
may say if they accept it as amended, and 
that the convention be merely adjourned 
instead of dissolved. 

Mr. Redmond, in reply, paid a tribute to 
Mr. Davitt’s fairness and the benefit de- 
rived from his presence and support, but 
said he believed the amendment would be 
construed as a vote of want of confidence 
in the Irish Parliamentary Party. 

Mr. O’Brien followed with an impassioned 
appeal on the same lines, He declared Mr. 
Davitt's amendment menaced the Irish 
Party. 

MICHAEL DAVITT GIVES WAY. 


Mr. Davitt then, amid tremendous cheer- 
ing, withdrew his amendment, on the mer- 
its of which the convention seemed fairly 
equally divided, and the threatened split 
was averted. 

T. P. O'Connor, M. P., summing up the 
results of to-day’s debate, said they showed 
that the delegates all practically agreed 
that the bill was the greatest measure ever 
introduced, that landlordism was con- 
demned to die, that no more compulsion 
would be shown to tenants than to land- 
lords, that the financial terms had been 
improved, and that not one evicted tenant 
was left without redress. ‘' To-day,’’ he 
added, ‘‘we are celebrating one of the 
proudest victories over oppression that ever 
a nation has won. The bells throughout the 
land are ringing out the death of landlord- 
ism and ringing in the birth of a new Ire- 
land.’’ 

M. J. Reading of Baltimore, Md., Vice 
President of the United Irish League of 
America, said he was delighted at the unan- 
imity of opinion which had characterized 
the meeting. He had never seen anything 
like this quiet and peaceful Irish conven- 
tion, and he voiced American sympathy 
with the meeting. Mr. Reading's remarks 
were received with loud, cheers. 

Mr. O’Brien’s original motion was then 
carried unanimously and the convention ad- 
journed until to-morrow, after six hours 
continuous sitting. 

Barly this morning Lord Dunraven, who 
is simultaneously presiding at a private 
meeting of the Landlords’ Committee, sent 
word to Mr. Redmond suggesting that the 
Land Conference reconvene on Saturday 
after the opinion of the convention on the 
Land bill was known, so that both land- 
lords and tenants might then discuss their 
mutual objections. Mr. Redmond said he 
would be unable to decide on the proposi- 
tion until after to-day’s proceedings.

ALBANIANS NOT PACIFIED. 


It Is Reported That the Sultan’s Com- 
mission Has Proved a Failure.

LONDON, April 17.—A correspondent 
of The Times, wiring from Uskub, says a 
circumstantial report is current to the 
effect that the Sultan’s commission has 
failed to pacify the Albanians. 

Twenty-two thousand Turkish rein- 
forcements have already passed Uskub 
on their way to Prisrend, Mitrovitza and 
Verisovits. 

No European gendarmerie or super- 
visors have been heard of yet, though 
several Christians have been recruited, 


When he heard of the Albanian rising the 
Sultan began to mass troops against the 
Albanians, but at the same time he sent a 
commission of Albanian officials, including 
his personal. aide-de-camp, Gen, Sadik 
Pasha, to parley with them and to persuade 
them to tolerate the reforms. 

A dispatch from Salonika to the Neue 
Freie Presse stated that this commission 
reached Salonika in the imperial yacht 
Izzedin on April 8, and left at once for 
Uskub. Teh same. message declared that 
the slaughter of the Albanians at Mitro- 
vitza created an extremely painful impres- 
sion upon the Sultan, who reprimanded the 
Commandant of Mitrovitza, Col. Said Bey, 
for having fired pon Mussulmans before 
exhausting all pacific means of maintaining 
order. 

The semi-official Vienna Fremdenblatt on 
April 6 reproduced an article from the 
Novosti, in which the Russian journal de- 
clared that if the Sultan caould not keep 
the Albanians in. order the great powers, 
especially Russia and Austria-Hungary, 
must take them in hand.

The Ebenezer Haggett of Damariscotta, 
Me., a four-masted schooner of 766 tons, 
sailed from Brunswick, Ga., Oct. 29, 1902, 


for New York. She was caught in the 
storm of early November, and dismasted. 
Her master and crew of eight men were 
rescued from the water-logged vessel Noy, 
10 and landed later at New York. The ves- 
‘sel was abandoned in latitude 35.25, longi- 
tude 73.13. 

The derelict was carried by the Gulf 
Stream in a northeasterly direction and was 
last reported, according to the United 
States Hydrographic Office, where she was 
krown as No, 3,046, in December, a dis- 
tance of 1,000 miles from where she was 
abandoned. The drift of the schooner after 
that was with the Gulf Stream, and it is 
estimated that she traveled over 2,000 miles 
in the time she was adrift.

of the consolidated bank.

TALAGNG 10 THE MAYOR 


Followed Him in the City Hall and 
Across the Park. 


After Luncheon He Listened to Her 
Complaint—Troubles at the Execu- 
tion of a Judgment. 


A woman with a will visited City Hall 
yesterday to see Mayor Low, and flustered 
the private secretaries. After the trouble 
the woman emerged from the combat with 
an air of triumph, and the Mayor had to 
acknowledge that her cause was just. Some 
criticism was made of the treatment that 
the visitor received, 


Just as the Mayor was going to the Hard- 
ware Club for luncheon a woman, stylishly 
gowned, tried to stop him in’the corridor 
by saying in a loud tone: 

““Mr. Mayor, I want to see you about 
something very important.” 

Policeman Kuntz, one of the Mayor's 
bodyguard, stepped in front of the woman, 
and the Mayor hurried away. The caller, 
whose way was barred, made a detour, and, 
going out of the west exit,. hurried after 
the Mayor, who was gazing to the Postal 
Building. A Broadway car blocked her 
way for a brief period, and then Matthew 
Dobbins, a clerk of the Mayor's office, pre- 


vented the woman from speaking to the 
Mayor by blocking the swinging door of the 
building. When the Mayor went to the ele- 
vator the woman said: 

I will be here when you come down, 
Mr. Mayor: if I have to wait all day.” 

After the emissaries of the Mayor had 
held a consultation it was decided that she 
should be advised to return to the City 
Hall for an audience with the Mayor. 

I would believe you men if you had 
not deceived me before,” she said. 

After some persuasion she returned to 
the City Hall. “Private Secretary Reynolds 
said to her: 

You had better put your complaint in 
writing and send it to the Mayor.” 

Well, any jackass could have told me 
that,’’ the woman said... ‘‘ Why, you are ag 
bad here as they are in England. Over 
there if you want to see King Hdward you 
have to first see Secretaries, noblemen, 
clerks, and pages before you can do 80.

Every attempt to take a picture was frus- 
trated by the caller, who held her hands 
over her face, One persistent man was 
banged over the head with the hand satchel 
which the caller carried. 

When Mayor Low returned from luncheon 
he approached his caller and said: ‘ Do 
you wish to see me, Madam?" 

That’s what I am here for. I have a 
just complaint to make, and I should not 
have been treated in this manner.” 

The Mayor escorted the caller into his 
public reception room, held a long conver- 
sation, and then called -his personal ad- 
viser, Assistant District Attorney Clarke. 
No information was given out about the 
complaint. 

‘*t All I can say is that the lady had a just 
cause for coming to the Mayor's office, and 
if her statements are true it is no wonder 
that she became excited and insisted on 
seeing Mayor Low," was all that Mr. 
Clarke .would eer 

It was learned subsequently that Mrs. 
Caroline Crawford of 134 West Seventy- 
ninth Street, who keeps a fashionable 
boarding house at that address, and is said 
to own the house and the tw@ adjoining 
residences, was the ealler.. Sha was. sued 
some time ago in the Hast Fifty-seventh 
Street Municipal Court ‘by the Du Parquet 
Manufacturing Company for $115; the-value 
of a table that she had purchased. Mrs. 
Crawford claimed that she was allowed a 
discount of 80 per cent. 

Justice Joseph gave judgment, for §T5, 
the amount she claimed to owe,.with costs, 
making a total of $87. She failed to pay 
the money within the time limit allowed 
by law, and on srednentey morning Mar- 
shals Louis Marks and Albert M. Anger- 
man, accompanied by Thomas Lorne, a 
representative of the Brewers and Dis- 
tillers’ Mercantile Agency, through which 
the furniture company had sued, went to 
Mrs. Crawford’s house to satisfy an execu- 
tion. The Marshal fees, amounting to $6, 
brought the bill up to $93. 

Accounts differ as to what happened 
when the officials arrived at the house. 
Mrs, Crawford could not be seen last even- 
ing, callers being referred to her lawyer, 
Max Steinert, who said that his eltent de- 
clared that the Marshals made a forcible 
entrance into the house and acted in such 
an insulting and boisterous manner as to 
arouse the neighborhood. 

Marshal Marks said last evening: 

‘When we went to the house to serve 
the execution we were met at the door by 
Mrs. Crawford, who did everything but 
actually assault us physically. She called 
us all sorts of names and dared us to come 
into the house. She said she would send 
for a policeman and have us thrown off 
the stoop. She said she was a cousin of 
Justice Truax and an intimate friend of 
Senator Plunkitt and District Attorney 
Jerome, and would make us suffer for it if 
we dared come into her house. We with- 
drew and found a policeman, and with him 
went back to the house, and the officer 
prevailed upon her to let us enter. 

We proceeded to levy upon a brass lamp, 
three cabinets, and a_dresden clock, to 
satisfy the judgment, Mrs. Crawford up- 
braiding us all the time. A little later her 
husband came in and went to a bank with 
us and paid the money due, That's all 
there is to it. In all my experience I have 
never run across a more difficult case.”’ 


NEGLIGENCE CAUSED EPIDEMIC, 


Outbreak of Typhoid in Chicago Last 
Year Due to Carelessness in City 
Engineering Department,

CHICAGO, April 16.—Negligence border- 
ing close upon criminal carelessness on the 
part of some one in the city Engineering 
Department 'is said to have been largely 
responsible for the typhoid fever epidemic 
last Summer, which resulted in the death 
ef seventy-one persons ‘in the Nineteenth 
Ward alone. 

It was learned to-day that on the ¢even- 
ing of July 18, during the heaviest rainfall 
of the year, sewage poured for hours into 
the big supply well of the Harrison Street 
pumping station through two ten-inch ex- 
haust pipes. The water in the well, from 
which the four gigantic pumps were work- 
ing, was rendered so filthy by this overflow 
from the sewer that when it was drawn 
from faucets in the neighborhood after 

essing through the mains it was inky 

ack, c 

hese big exhaust pipes had been open 
from the eatch basin connected directly 
with the sewer into the well, so the sewage 
eould have flowed unimpeded into the sup- 
ly well during any heavy railfall in the 
ast six years, 

The condition of affairs at the Harrison 
Street pumping station was discovered by 
one of the assistant engineers after the 
heavy rainstorm of July 18, and reported 
to the chief engineer the following day. 
He in turn reported the matter. to the City 
Hall, where it seems to have been sup- 
pressed. Only by accident did the facts 
eome to light to-day. . 

Whether Mayor Harrison was informed of 
the matter is not known, but, despite the 
fact that much of the typhoid fever that 
raged among the 7 in the Nineteenth 
Ward last July and August is believed to 
be one to ie erereeron of the sates 
supply, no investiga Was ever made, so 
far as the public has been informed, to 
place the responsibility where it belongs.

Everett M. Seixas, managing clerk for 
Porcher & Co., in the rear of whose real 
estate office Adams hed his private office, 
testified that he never saw any evidence 


-of gambling in Adams's room, and, though 
he visited fe every day, including the da 
of the raid, he never saw there the trun 
in which the incriminating evidence is 
alleged to have been found. He said that 
when the detectives invaded the place ne 
demanded to see their warran and at- 
tempted to follow them into Adams's of- 
fice, 

“T didn’t see the warrant,” he said. 
“The detectives told me that if I didn't 
clear out and shut up I would be arrested.

DEAN HOFFMAN’S SUCCESSOR. 


Dean Robbins of All Saints’ Cathedral, 
Albany, Elected as Head of the Gen- 
eral Theological Seminary. 


At a special meeting of the Board of 
Trustees of the General Theological Semt- 
nary yesterday afternoon, the Very Rev. 
Wilford Lash Robbins, Dean of All Saints’ 
Cathedral, Albany, was elected to fill the 
vacancy in the Deanship of the General 
Seminary caused by the death last Summer 
of the Very Rev. Eugene Augustus Hoff- 
Iran. 

About sixty trustees, including twelve 
Bishops, were present, Bishop Doane pre- 
siding. Fifty-three votes were cast. Of 
these Dean Robbins received twenty-three 
votes. The other votes were divided be- 
tween Warden Cole of St, Stephen’s Col- 
lege, Annandale, N. Y.; Bishop Hall of 
Vermont, Prof. Hart of the Berkeley Di- 
vinity School, Middletown, Conn:; Presi- 
dent Smith of Trinity College, Hartford, 
and the Rev. Drs, J. Lewis Parks and John 
P. Peters of Manhattan. On the second 
ballot Dean Robbins received thirty-two 
votes and was declared elected. 

Dean Robbins was graduated from Am- 
herst College in 1881, and he pursued his 
studies for the ministry in the Episcopal 
Theological School, Cambridge, Mass. e 
was ordained a deacon by Bishop Paddock 
in 1884, and was advanced to the pricst- 
hood in 1885. He was pastor of a church 
in Lexington, Mass., from 1884 to 1887, 
when he accepted a call to the Cathedral 
in Albany. It is believed that he will ac: 
oept the election as Dean, 

The trustees also filled the vacancy in the 
Chair of Ecclesiastical Histo caused by 
the retirement of the Rev. r. Thomas 
Richey, who was made Professor Emeritus 
last Fall.

AQUEDUCT GHOIGES WON 


Favorites Took Five Races at the 
Queens County Track. 


R. W. Walden Ran First and Third 
with Petunia and Contentious 
for the Rose Stakes. 


Racing at the Aqueduct track plunged 
straight into the middie of things yester- 
day, and the crowd of “‘regulars”’ in at- 


» tendance took their sport with a serious- 


ness suggestive of the hard and cold Fall. 
e enthusiasm was spent on the opening 
May, and for the second day they attended 
ta business strictly, and with such acumen 
that they made post favorites that won five 
of the six races. ~ 

The single stake feature of the afternoon, 
the Rose, at four and a half furlongs, for 
fillies two years old, brought out the larg- 
est field of the day, the newly created sta- 
ble of Sydney Paget and the stable of 
R. W. Walden each being represented by 
two starters, and the entry of the Walden 
establishment going to the post favorite at 
the short price of 7 to 5. For this race the 
supposed good thing Julia M. led for nearly 
a half mile, and then, swerving out under 
the light boy who rode her, was passed by 
Petunia, who won cleverly for the Walden 
stable, while her stable companion, Conten- 
tious, finished third, Julia M. lasting just 
long enough to get second place. The vic- 
tory of Petunia called attention to the new- 
comer among the jockeys of the Hast, 
O'Neil, from the St. Louis tracks, as Pe- 
tunia was the second two-year-old winner 
of the day that O’Neil rode, while the same 
boy also rode both the two-year-old win- 
ners of the opening day. O'Neil’s record so 
far is a remarkable one, and gives promise 
of producing a new star rider if he con- 
tinues in the way he started. 

In the first race of the day Pierre Loril- 
lard’s colors appeared for the first time this 
season, with O'Neil wearing them on the 
filly Cynttica, who won hustled out at the 
finish from the seasoned two-year-old Ter- 
magant. Cynttica is trained for Mr. Loril- 
lard by Fred Burlew, who also trained both 
of the two-year-old winners of the first 
day's racing at Aqueduct. The colors of 
the Boston Stable, owned by G. L. Rich- 
ards, a publisher of Boston, were intro- 
duced to the New York turf by the horse 
New York II., in the last race, New York 
Il. making the occasion a propitious one by 
winning cleverly after having been brought 
to a drive early in the confest. New York 
Il. is American bred, and, though only four 
years old, is a winner in both England and 
the United States.

UNDESIRABLE IMMIGRATION INTO 
GREAT BRITAIN. 

Matters are shaping in Great Britain 
for a very much closer and more intelli- 
gent restriction of immigration, looking 
especially to the exclusion of alien crim- 
inals. There are now in custody in Eng- 
land and Wales, undergoing terms of im- 
prisonment for crimes, 625 aliens of com- 
paratively recent importation. An inves- 
tigation into the antecedents of these 
criminals shows that in a majority of 
instances they were driven or assisted 
out of their own countries and entered 
Great Britain unchallenged. Of the total 
number mentioned, 175 were Germans, 
149 Russians and Poles, 54 French, 44 
Italians, 29 Norwegians, Swedes, and 
Danes, 8 Dutch, and 163 of all other na- 
tionalities. The offenses are returned as 
228 against property, 114 against proper- 
ty with violence, 98 against the person, 
83 forgery, counterfeiting, and coining, 
and 147 other offenses. London appears 
to be overrun with dangerous aliens with 
criminai records, and the fact that a 
larger number are not now in the prisonz 
is attributed to the fact that the police 
have difficulty in identifying ‘ foreign- 
ers”? who commit crimes, and find sheJ- 
ter in their respective colonies where po- 
lice inquiry is discouraged by the fact 
that the British ‘“‘ boby ” is not a linguist 
and does not work to the best advantage 
through an interpreter. 

Alien immigrants are also swelling the 
ranks of mendicants and paupers. This is 
becoming a serious matter for the rate- 
payer, who had troubles of his own be- 
fore, and does not relish having them in- 
creased to relieve the cities which are 
unloading as much as possible of their 
undesirable population upon London. One 
borough reports to the Board of Trade 
that in addition to its own native-born 
dependents it had last year to relieve the 
needs of 710 alien families at the ex- 
pense of the rates, besides providing for 
16 lunatics who entered England in a 
demented condition. This presents a 
problem which the British taxpayer dis- 
cusses with some impatience. He does 
not recognize the propriety of carrying 
hospitality quite so far and permitting 
his already crowded country to become 
a dumping ground for the rejections of 
other and more self-considering commu- 
nities. Public opinion: is being aroused 
on the subject, and a number of bills for 
its regulation are now before Parliament 
with strong backing. 


MUST EMPLOYERS ASSUME STRIKE 
VIOLENCE ? 

The Court of Appeals of Colorado has 
rendered an astounding decision, the 
purport of which is that an employer 
who hires a man to take the place of a 
striker and does not warn him that by 
reason of accepting such employment he 
is liable to suffer personal injury, is lia- 
ble for such injury as the employé may 
suffer at the hands of the strikers. 

This would seem to imply that violence 
is the normal condition created by a 
strike, and that it is the duty of the 
employer to assume this and notify 
those who may engage to work for him 
that they do so at their own peril. By 
imposing such a duty upon the employer 
the court seems to recognize the propri- 
ety of the violence to which the employé 
subjects himself when he takes the place 
vacated by the man who has gone on 
strike. At least it recognizes it as a 
condition which must be dealt with as 
part of the established order of things, 
which the employer is bound to accept as 
a condition ‘concerning which he is 
charged with knowledge to an extent 
which makes him liable for negligence if 
he fails to advise his employés to 
‘““watch out” lest they be slugged. These 
are rather violent assumptions on the 


part of an appellate court. 


PROSPECTING BY ELECTRICITY. 

Recent experiments in North Wales In 
the location of ore beds by electricity 
have been so far successful as to attract 
to this method of prospecting a great 
deal of attention in scientific circles. In 
the case of the Cwmystwyth mines, in 
Cornwall, new and valuable deposits of 
lead ore and blende were located, of 
which the management was in igno- 
rance. In view of the fact that these 
mines have been worked for about 1,700 
years, and that during much of this 
time the search for additional lodes has 
been continuous and more or less intel- 
ligent, a device which accomplished this 
result in a few hours and without serious 
difficulty would seem to have great 
value in mining operations. 

By this method a current of high po- 
tential, 30,000 volts or more, is employed 
to energize a piece of ground which it is 
supposed may contain mineral. The 
current is taken from the terminals of 
the generating coil to two metal rods, 
or electrodes, which are pushed an inch 
or two into the earth. From these dis- 
tributors the lines of force spread out in 
both vertical and horizontal planes and 
may be made to extend over an area of 
several miles. Their presence is detected 
by means of a delicate telephonic receiv- 
er connected with a second pair of metal- 
lic rods, which are stuck into the earth in 
any desired position. When the receiver 
is silent or gives only faint sounds it in- 
dicates that the linés of force are de- 
flected from their normal course. This 
reveals the presence of metallic masses 
in the earth, and by moving the elec- 
trodes about the position and area of an 
ore deposit may be determined with con- 


electrodes about 200 yards apart, and re- 
move his receiving instrument to a dis- 
tance of half a mile or more. If his gen- 
eral knowledge of geological formations 
led him to believe that the metallic veins, 
if there were any, would run generally 
north and south, he would place his elec- 
trodes east and west, and if he found the 
electrical distribution normal he might 
conclude that the ground contained no 
mineral. If, on the contrary, he found 
that the lines of force were deflected and 
the region of greatest intensity was ro- 
tated from its normal position, he would 
conclude that mineral deposits had been 
found, and by shifting his apparatus 
about he could, it is said, locate them 
accurately. 

To find ore bodies is one thing; to de- 
termine if they may be profitably worked 
is quite another. The judgment of the 
expert mining engineer, assisted by the 
indisputable revelations of the diamond 
drill, will remain for some time to come 
the chief dependence of the prudent in- 
vestor in mining operations, but there 
are many mining regions in which such 
a device as that described would save a 
great deal of unprofitable dead work, 
and perhaps disappointment. Something 
which would tell where a “ horse” took 
the place of pay ore would often save 
many good doliars in unprofitable devel- 
opment. 


AN OFFICIAL PRUSSIAN MURDER. 


That homicidal brute who murdered an 
old schoolmate for offering to shake 
hands with him, in place of distantly and 
awfully saluting him, has given man- 
kind the crucial and classical example of 
the effect of Prussian officialism. The 
murder is, aS we say, “ the limit.’”’ The 
murderer did well to describe himself as 
a ‘‘Prussian officer.’’ For the disposi- 
tion which he manifested is not German, 
but only Prussian, and is not really 
Prussian, except as it is official Prus- 
sian. It is an artificially cultivated 
megalomania, an official ‘folie de 
grandeur.” If the murderer were 
brought to trial in a civilized coun- 
try for. his crime, the best plea that his 
advocate could make for him would be 
that he was suffering from this particu- 
lar phase of insanity, and that it had 
confounded all his notions of right and 
wrong. 

Really, there would be something in 
this defense. The malady in question 


has been carefully propagated by the, 


present German Emperor. As he has 
caused more prosecutions for the offense, 
which in modern societies is no crime at 
all, but only a historical curiosity, of 
“ majestaetsbeleidigung,” so he has done 
his best to infect all his civil and mili- 
tary subordinates with the same malady. 
He has encouraged them to vindicate 
their share of the sacred unction which 
drips on them from his own sacred and 
anointed person, even to the shedding 
of blood. To vindicate it by murder he 
has taught them to regard as a pecca- 
dillo. The thing that he will punish as a 
crime is not to vindicate it. It is this 
teaching, and not the homicidal brute im- 
mediately in question, who is. most re- 
sponsible for this dirty and’ cowardly 
murder. The private of artillery who 
committed some kind of diluted lése-ma- 
jesté by offering to shake hands with a 
person clothed with the imparted majesty 
of a naval ensign was not a subordinate 
of the officer, did not even belong to the 
same branch of the service. He could not 
be charged with insubordination to an 
officer whose subordinate he was not. 
His crime was sacrilege. We have called 
it “the limit” in the way of official 
Prussian insolence,/But there was a step 
beyond, and that was taken by the mur- 
derer when he wrote demanding appro- 
bation for his murder of the mother of 
the man he had murdered. 

When we find a body of officials who 
take this view of themselves and their 
official dignity when they are dealing 
with their own countrymen, how can we 
expect that they should inspire any feel- 
ings but disgust and anger in the breasts 
of any foreigners with whom they may 
have dealings? A German commercial 
newspaper complained the other day that 
a German Consul “ regarded himself as a 
Prussian official '’—that is, as a person 
whose own official importance was the 
most important thing in the world. Evi- 
dently, the German Navy is a Prussian 
official institution, in which the natural 
self-conceit of the officials is carefully 
stimulated. It is no wonder that for- 
eign naval officers should find it an in-« 
tolerable institution. 


PRESIDENT ROOSEVELT (OF HAR- 


VARD)? 


The immemorial question what to do 
with ex-Presidents has received the sug- 
gestion of a new solution in the case ‘of 
the present President. The suggestion 
is that since President Exsor of Harvard 
will, in the course of nature, become su- 
perannuated about the time when Presi- 
dent Roosrve tt retires from his second 
term, the Presidency of Harvard shall be 
offered to this latter as a place of digni- 
fied retirement. 

Of course, every Harvard man worthy 
of the name would regard the Presidency 
‘of Harvard as a promotion from the 
Presidency of the United States. We are 
not prepared to say that it is not a more 
dignified mode of retirement than prac- 
ticing law, or going into Wall Street, or 
even turning “sage.” The proposition, 
which formerly found some favor, to 
send ex~-Presidents to the Senate, with- 
out votes, as official sages and Senators 
at Large, was not without merit. But 
Mr. CLEVELAND has a lifelong and digni- 
fied job as uncle to the University of 
Princeton. Why should not Mr. Roosz- 
VELT become actual President of Har- 
vard? es 

Why not, indeed? It is impossible to 


| imagine any position whatever in which 
‘the Pr ‘could Iz.ced to whi 


the prefix ‘ex’ would not be absurdly 
inappropriate. It is equally impossible 
to imagine any position in which he 
would not be very much “at large.’’ He 
would at once “ get busy” at the head 
of that or any other institution, and he 
would promote business in others, When 
the existing undergratuate body thinks 
of his Presidency, it must lament that 
itself was born too early. Under the 
grinding tyranny of the Faculty Commit- 
tee on Athletics its victims now groan 
helpless. How would they rejoice if they 
could look forward to a Rooseveltfan 
régime. The new President would put 
that body in its place if he had to lick 
every member of it. And how happy 
would those undergraduates be who feel 
themselves capable of filling every item 
of the Cecil Rhodes bill except the dis- 
gusting first which the name “ scholar- 
ship” implies, if they were sure that 
this frivolous and irrelevant objection 
would no longer be brought up against 
them. It would not be. Can anybody 
imagine President Roosmve.t letting a 
good left tackle go because he could not 
decline ‘“‘ musa, musae,”’ or, for that mat- 
ter, because he could not spell “cat”? 
Assuredly not. Harvard would be first 
in the field and on the river, whatever 
became of the Homer examinations, and 
the prize debates, or its President would 
know the reason why. His aspiration 
for his undergraduates would be that of 
the poet about his “ dusky brood ”’:

TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


~--There is something agreeably impres- 
sive in the {dea of a “‘ good road’’ between 
New York and Chicago, and the fact that 
an association has been formed and duly 
incorporated in this State for the purpose 
of urging the construction of such a high- 
way will Joubtless be a cause of general 
rejoicing. It is a little hard to see, how- 
ever, why the eminent gentlemen who are 
interested in the project made two bites of 
the continental cherry and left for others 
to exploit the large and enthusiastic region 
between Chicago and the Pacific Coast. 
The larger plan would have attracted the 
more attention, and the same méans that 
might attain success in the one case would 
command it in the second. Of course, the 
number of people in any one century who 
are likely to make by road the journey 
between New York and San Francisco is 
comparatively small, but perhaps it is not 
much smaller than the number who will 
go to Chicago in that way. Indeed, the 
railways already provide roads more than 
fairly good for long trips, and ordinary 
highways, however excellent, are not like- 
ly ever to compete with them in the do- 
main particularly their own. Therefore a 
“good road”’ from here to the Pacific, or 
even to the lakes, would in reality be of 
value for its parts rather than for its 
whole, and by parts it certainly will be built 
as soon as there is a diffusion of intelli- 
gence general enough to demand it. Mean- 
while, progress in this direction is destined 
to take the shape of a network of roads, 
slowly extending in ever widened circles, 
rather than that of one main line, run- 
ning for thousands of miles, and, consid- 
ered as an entity, providing what is de- 
manded only by a few automobilists. But 
there—the scheme of a grand route toward 
the West is all right, especially as a topic 
of conversation, and the more it is talked 
about the better. 


——Complaint is made by The American 
€yren that, even if the Steamboat Inspec- 
tion Service under its new head should 
faithfully execute the laws as they stand 
in regard to life-saving appliances on ship- 
board, there will still be much to be de- 
sired on account of the imperfections in 
the laws themselves. It holds that prop- 
erly constructed steamers jike those used 
by the best lines, with double bottoms, 
collusion bulkheads, and watertight com- 
partments, are so far beyond peril from 
the ordinary, and even the extraordinary, 
accidents of the sea that foundering is 
practically impossible, and it quotes an 
unnamed oxpert in maritime matters as 
giving a curious explanation why his com- 
pany canaot guard its passengers to the 
extent it desires. ‘‘ We do not do so at 
present,” he says, ‘for the reason that we 
are compelled to carry two-thirds of the 
life-saving equipment in approved lifeboats. 
Now, any sailor knows that one-half of 
that equipment is absolutely valueless and 
unavailable when the ship strikes. The 
weather or windward boats cannot be 
launched under any circumstances that 
might exist, and my experience, which 
extends over many years at sea, and, in- 
cidentally, includes a few shipwrecks, has 
been that even the leeward boats cannot 
always be lowered with safety. We, as 
shipowners, are desirous of taking care 
of all of our passengers in case of disaster, 
and we comply with the law in the matter 
of lite-saving appliances. We do even more 
than the law requires. We carry boats at 
every available point, and the deck space 
is littered with additional devices to an 
extent unknown to the general public. This 
paraphernalia also welghs so much that in 
many cases the vessel is rendered top- 
heavy.’ Just what this expert would do if 
he did not have to carry the boats to which 
he objects is not made clear, for he does 
not go so far as to say that his vessels 
would be safer if they had none of the ap- 
pliances required by law. There is a good 
deal of truth, though, ih what he says 
about Mfeboats, and, as for the so-called 
life rafts, it is a fact that every seaman 
jeers at the thought of finding safety on 
one of those things\anywhere else than in 
the smooth water of a harbor. Waves of 
any size are sure to roll them over and 
over, and there are usually big waves when 
ft is necessary to desert ship.

——According to report, the chief counsel 
of the union coal miners received a fee of 
$15,000 for his work in preparing and 


‘ 


Com- 


ranging from $1,000 to $8,500, and aggre- 
gating $15,000, making the total expendi- 
ture of the union for legal services alone 
$30,000. The non-union miners are said to 
have spent $25,000 in the same way. Admit- 
ting the substantial accuracy of these fig- 
ures—and it is easy enough to do it ex- 
cept as regards the non-union miners—one 
is led to wonder what theexpenditures of the 
operators must have been. They employed 
lawyers literally by the dozen, and most of 
them were lawyers accustomed to dip deep 
into the resources of rich clients and richer 
corporations. As for the Commissioners them- 
selves, their entire bills were only $38,000, 
and much the larger part of this amount 
went for necessary expensés. It is evident- 
ly more remunerative work to argue than 
it is to decide, and even of the reward that 
takes the form of reputation, considered as 
professional capital, the lion’s share goes 
to the advocate. The expenditures of the 
miners, while small as such things go in 
corporation litigation, are sufficiently ter- 
rible to contemplate in relation to the 
amount and kind of labor by which the 
money was slowly accumulated in the 
union’s treasury. 


-——It is with something very different 
from entire satisfaction that one learns 
how the Porto Rico smuggling cases have 
been settled, or, to be exact, hushed up. 
The mere exaction of a double duty may 
be enough when an ordinary citizen is 
caught committing the purely statutory 
and artificial offense of bringing into the 
country goods intended for his own per- 
scnal use, and not for sale, but it is quite 
a different matter when persons under the 
peculiar obligations of naval officers use 
Government vessels for the purpose of 
evading the law. One does not have to be 
at all in love with the tariff system to 
see that in this Porto Rico smuggling busi- 
ness a very bad example was set by men 
whose obvious duty it was to set a good 
one. The fact that what these officers 
thus brought into the island in violation of 
the law was nothing more necessary to 
their happiness and comfort than a varied 
assortment of alcoholic liquors does not add 
to the beauty of the episode, and it will be, 
or would be, interesting to learn what were 
the ‘‘ considerations of moment not confined 
to Porto Rico or individuals involved ”’ that 
“have moved the Administration, after 
full investigation and deliberation, to the 
course directed, which will be adhered to.’’ 


EXPLANATION BY WHITAKER 
WRIGHT. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

As your paper has the reputation of be- 
ing both clean and fair, and is a journal 
to which, for that reason, I subscribed 
when I lived here formerly, as I have since 
my return, I venture to request that you 
will publish ‘this correction of an error in 
your report of my case appearing in this 
day’s issue. You say that the application 
is to extradite me on charges of wrecking 
the London Globe, and it is implied that 
these charges are made by the British 
Government. That is a mistake. The law 
officers of the Crown, after a long inquiry, 
decided that there was no case of fraudu- 
lent intent, and so stated in Parliament, 


and they refused to prosecute the Directors. 
The present action is brought at the in- 
stigation of a firm of defaulting stock 
brokers, under the Companies’ acts, and 
alleges that the Directors issued a balance 
sheet that was false in material particulars, 
and, therefore, misleading, and they_ob- 
tained an order from one of the Judges, 
authorizing the official receiver to bring 
this action, at the expense of the assets. 
The offense is, therefore, technical, under 
the company law, and does not impute 
that any Director go EB gew by it. 
On the contrary, sacrificed my own re- 
sources in an effort to prevent the failure 
of the company. So far as the balance 
sheet was concerned, the accountants pre- 
pared it from the books, and a committee 
of the Directors signed it. I did not. But 
Jet that pass.

AROUSES EDITORS 


Republican State Association Asks 
for Equal Suffrage. 


Indorses the Administrations of Presi- 
dent Roosevelt and Gov. Odell, and 
Approves Liquor Tax Law. 


The Republican Editorial Association of 
the State of New York, in session at the 
Fifth Avenue Hotel, yesterday irdor the 
Administrations of President Roosevelt and 
Gov/ Odell, and had a debate on the negro 
question. Senator Depew telegraphed re- 
grets, and ex-Gov. Black did not attend, 
although he was expected. Thomas P. 
Peters of Brooklyn presided, and in his 
address he dealt with the race question in 


the South, prompting the resolution that 
was debated. 


There was a large attendance at the ses- 
sion in the afternoon.’ Senator Platt was 
greeted with cheers and hand clapping 
when he entered the room, and he held an 
informal reception. 

William A. Smyth of Owego presented 
the following resolution: 

Resolved, That, while the members of the Re- 
publican Editorial Assaciation of the State of 
New York recognize the peculiar social and do- 
mestic conditions which make the question of 
negro suffrage in the South so difficult of solu- 
tion, we also recognize the fact that nothing has 
ever justified or ever can justify an attempt to 
interfere with, evade, annul, or override the 
mandate of the Constitution of the United States. 
If the negro is disqualified for the suffrage in 
any State of the South, or if the white man is 
disqualified in any State of the North, by the 
deliberative action of its Legislature, honesty and 
fairness require that the voters thus disquall- 
fied be eliminated in the enumeration of the 
population as a basis for the representation of 
— State in Congress or in the Electoral Col- 
ege. 

We submit either that the Constitution be en- 
forced in every part of the land or that it be 
amended so as to preserve the equities of its 
intent and purposes in all the States without 
discrimination on account of local conditions, 
social traditions, or racial feeling. 

We ask the Republican press of the North to 
give prompt consideration to this great National 
question, which bids fair to become of para- 
mount importance, and which must be met with 
the same patience, conservatism, and unflinching 
courage which has characterized the leadership 
of the Republican Party in every great emerg- 
ency in our Nation's history. 

Immediately several members protested. 
Jay E. Klock of Kingston led the oppo- 
sition, and told of an epitaph on a tomb- 
stone in Arkansas that ended \with “ He 
went out looking for trouble. He got it, 
and here he lies.” 

“That. will be our fate if we adopt this 
resolution,’’ Mr. Klock said, and he moved 
it be tabled until the next meeting, The 
motion was defeated. 

John A. Sleicher said: 

“The right of defining the question of 
suffrage is inherent in every State. We 
did not make the negro issue; it has come 
to us just as did the questions of nulli- 
fication and secegsion. We'should show the 
world whether we are doughfaces or Re- 


publicans. Under existing conditions the 
representation of the South should be re- 
duced in Congress and in the Electoral Col- 
lege. If the South can have a member of 
Congress for 2,000 votes, the North should 
not need from 15,000 to 20,000. I want fair 
play and the same privileges in New York 
and Massachusetts as prevail in Mississippi 
and South Carolina.”’ 

J. L. Taylor of Dobbs Ferry said that 
while the appointment of Dr. Crum to be 
Collector at Charleston, 8. C., might be 
bad politics, President Roosevelt had de- 
fined his position on the colored question, 
and that it was the duty of the association 
to back him up. 

H. K. Williams of Dunkirk, although 
favoring the sentiments expressed, said he 
considered the time inopportune for action, 
and W. H. Clark of Cortland said the asso- 
ciation ought not at this time to concern 
itself with the affairs of other States. He 
remarked that the stirring up of the negro 

uestion could only serve to make it worse 
or the negro and for the Republican Party. 

J. H. Hunt of Sag Harbor spoke in favor 
of the resolution that was adopted by a 


vote of 19 to 9. 

John I. Platt of Poughkeepsie, for the 
Committee on Resolutions, presented the 
following, which were adopted unanimously: 

Resolved, We commend the administration of 
President Roosevelt for the vigor and success 
with which it has carried out the pledges of the 
Republican Party which have continued and 
assured the prosperous conditions that blessed the 
country and all its parts under President Mc- 
Kinley. 

We call upon Republicans in Congress to 
further fulfill the pledges of the party by pro- 
viding for the enforcement of the Sixteenth 
Amendment of the Constitution, which requires 
the reduction of Representatives in proportion 
to the abridgment of the right of suffrage and 
in affording such aid to our ships in foreign 
trade as will restore the American flag to its 
ancient place of honor on the seas, 

We indorse the present conservative and eco- 
nominal administration of the State Government 
by Gov, Odell and a Republican Legislature, 
and the passage of the measures which have 
finally put an end to direct taxes on property 
for State purposes and have placed a large por- 
tion of the burden upon that business, which, 
more than any other, has increased the cost of 
protecting the innocent and caring for the de- 
pendent. 

During a discussion on the amendment to 
the libel law pending before the Legislat- 
ure, H. J. Knapp of Auburn said: 

‘There would be no trouble if the amend- 
ment, which adds only a paragraph to the 
Code of Civil Procedure, only referred to 
up-State papers. Some of the folks at Al- 
bany are in favor of putting up a fence at 
Spuyten Duyvil Creek, and they don’t pro- 
pose to let down the hars to the New York 
City newspapers. 

“Others are in favor of building a wall 
around newspaper offices so that the edi- 
tors will be absolutely certain of the accu- 
racy of the statements contained in the 
articles before they are permitted to pub- 
lish them.”’ 

Several speakers contended that the 
amendment was worthless, and President 
Perets closed the discussion by saying that 
the amendment is but the opening wedge 
toward securing the passage of a better 
libel law. 

It was decided to direct the Committee on 
Legislation to co-operate with other kin- 
dred editorial associations in the State with 
a view to forming a central committee to 
make a canvas during the Summer con- 
cerning the passage of a fair libel law. 

W. A. Smyth of Owego, after telephoning 
to Albany, reported that the amendment 
came before the Assembly in the morning, 
and was tabled because it lacked votes to 
ass it.

MRS. COX STILL DRAWS SALARY 


Assistant Postmaster General Says 
When Danger to Her Is Past She 
Will Reopen Indianola Office.

WASHINGTON, April 16.—Assistant Post- 
master General Bristow said to-day that 
the Post Office at Indianola, Miss., over 
which there has been so much contention 
in consequence of the alleged enforced re- 
tirement of Minnie Cox, the Postmaster, 
had not been discontinued, although there 
has been suspension of postal business at 
Indianola for several months. 

Mr. Bristow declared that in temporarily 
closing the office the department had been 
moved wholly by the action of white cin- 
zens of that town against the agent of the 
Government, her life having been placed by 
them in jeopardy because of her race and 
color. rs. Cox tendered her resignation 
in consequence of threats made against her 
but the tender had not been accepted, and 
when the department is satisfied that the 
danger is removed, the Indianola office will 
be reopened. Until that time Mrs. Cox will 
continue to be Postmaster and to draw the 
salary of the office. 


DEMOCRACY AND THE TARIFF. 


Senator Martin Believes the Party 
Will Favor a Conservative Revision,

WASHINGTON, April 16.—Senator Mar- 
tin of Virginia is confident that the Demo- 
crats will declare in their National plat- 
form for tariff revision along moderate 
lines, and that the declaration will cause 
no alarm or disturbance of business. He 
believes the necessity for revenue not only 
con.pels conservatism on the tariff ques- 
tion, but that the day has passed when 


radicaj and extreme views find lodgment in 
the minds of the Democrats of the coun- 


try. 

Senator Martin thinks the purpose of the 
Republican leaders is to suppress attempts 
to revise the tariff or to make changes in 
the way of reductions in any of its sched- 
ules. The Iowa idea is to be held back, a 
fact which Mr. Martin says is established 
by the recent utterances of the President 
and the frequent declarations of the 
‘* stand-patters.”’ 

“The only hope for tariff revision,” said 
he, ‘‘is through the Democratic Party, and 
the most efficient method of restraining 
the alarming growth of monopolies will be 
found in a conservative revision of the 
tariff by that party.’ 


SURGEON’S DELICATE WORK 
TO SAVE INJURED MAN’S LIFE, 


Injected Saline Solution to Replace Lost 
Blood, Using Hoisting Engine’s 
Boiler to Sterilize His in- 
struments. 


Delicate surgery was performed im- 
promptu in the open air yesterday after- 
noon by Dr. Frederick Flynn of St. Cath- 
arine’s Hospital, Williamsburg, in the 
course of which he used the boiler of a 
hoisting engine exposed amid the ruins of! 
the engine house recently burned away, as 
a most important adjunct to his work. It 
resulted in his getting a patient to the hos-, 
pital who otherwise must. have died where! 
he had fallen. 

Joseph Stronig, forty-five years old, @ 
laborer, of 208 North Eighth Street, fell 75 
feet from the top of a gas tank of the 


Brooklyn Union Gas Company, which is 
rearly completed, at Wythe Avenue and 
Twelfth Street. The man’s right leg was 
shattered and one section of the thigh bone 
severed the femoral artery as it was driven 
through the outer skin. Fellow-workmen 
struggled frantically to stop the life torrent 
with cotton waste from the engine during 
the ten minutes it took the ambulance to 
get there, but the man was then appar- 
ently at his last gasp. Dr. Flynn hastily 
closed the great blood vessels, and decided 
to attempt the operation of intra venous 
injection, or replacing: of the lost blood 
with a saline solution, which, when it was 
applied in the case of Mrs. McKinley at 
her critical illness shortly before the as- 
sessination of her husband, attracted wide- 
spread attention. 

The boiler of the hoisting engine gave a 
supply of steam and hot water to sterilize 
the instruments while the surgeon deftly 
compounded the imitation blood from ma- 
terials in his satchel. He then opened a 
small vein in the left arm of the moribund 
man near the elbow, and into this forced 
the liquid he had prerared. Almost magy 
ical was the result, for within a few min- 
utes the pulsations of the heart became 
comparatively firm and regular, as the 
fluid began to traverse its chambers in 
something like no:mal volume. Dr. Flynn 
finished by administering a hypodermic 
injection of stimulating strychnine, and 
bore the patient away.

STREET AS NEW 
BRIDGE APPROACH 


The Suggestion Commended by 
Commissioner Lindenthal. 


Its Adoption Would Mean a Saving of 
Millions for the City—Cost of the 
Fifty-ninth Street Plan. 


« There is to be a hearing before the Board 
of Estimate to-day on the plans for the 
cecns tion of an approach to the new 
Mantiattan Bridge, which is to reach the 
Berough of Manhattan at Fifty-ninth 
Street and Second Avenue as at present 
planned. The making of a thoroughfare 
from the terminal of the bridge up to the 
centres of traffic is the problem which the 
city officials will have to solve. 

Up to the present time many plans have 
been prepared. One which will be consid- 
ered to-day is for the widening of Fifty- 
ninth Street by taking 40 feet of property 
from the north side from Second Avenue to 
the Park Circle. The city officials have 
found that the cost of this forty-foot strip 
would be more than $10,000,000. The New 
Netherland Hotel, at the Circle, would be 
ruined, and the city would have to pay the 
full assessed value of this property, which 
is $2,500,000. Adjoining is property of Park 
& Tilford, and down the block is other ex- 
pensive property, and the cost of the forty- 
feot strip on this block: would be about 
$2,500,000. 

Chief Engineer Lewis of the Board of 
Estimate has conceived another plan for 
the widening of Sixtieth Street by taking 
100 feet from the south side from, Second 
Avenue to the Park Circle. He estimates 
that in the purchase of land alone a sav- 
ing of more than $3,500,000 can be made, as 
compared with the Fifty-ninth Street 
scheme. In carrying out\Chief Engineer 
Lewis's plan a strip of land would be taken 
on which is now built the large department 
store of Bloomingdale Brothers.

“Coming as I do from a line of people who have 


worshipped in the Dutch Reformed Church since 
the days when the first straggling settlements 
were growing up along the Hudson, and being 
at present an attendant of the closely allied 
German Reformed Church—there being no Dutch 
Reformed Church in Washington—I feel a pe- 
cullar interest in your meeting. Sincerely 
yours, THEODORE ROOSEVELT.

‘* President Roosevelt is an honest man 
who loves his country better than he does 
his life. Every Dutchman is proud of 
President Roosevelt, because he is a man 
who does things.

There is no 
person in’ America, whether he be Demo- 
crat or Republican, who is not proud of 
him as a man. He is one of the best types 
of citizens we have'in the country. He Is 
a typical American.

DEATH LIST OF-A DAY. 


Hugh Reilly. 

ALBANY, April 16.—Hugh Reilly, an ex- 
District Attofney of Albany County and 
one of the most prominent members of the 
Albany County bar, died to-day. He was 
born in this city on March 14, 1853, and was 
graduated from Columbia University Law 
School in 1874. In 1876 he formed a part- 
nership with Andrew Hamilton in the prac- 
tice of law under the firm name of Reilly 
& Hamilton, which continued up to the 
time of his death. Mr. Reilly prepared and 
published the first issues of the new codes, 
the Civil and Criminal Procedure. 

On June 4, 1886, Mr. Reilly was appoint- 
ed District Attorney to succeed D. Cady 
Herrick. He was nominated and elected 
to the same office by the Democrats in the 


Fall of that year. In 1891 he was appointed 
a member of the State Board of Claims by 
Gov. Hill, and was reappointed in 1892, 
serving until 1898. Mr. Reilly was consid- 
ered one of the best criminal lawyers in 
the State. 

He is survived by a widow, one son, and 
a daughter. He had been in poor health 
for several years.

NORTHWESTERN MILLERS 
STOP FLOUR PRODUCTION. 


Line Boats Between Duluth and Buffalo 
Paralyze Industry by Discrimination 
in Favor. of. Raw Product. 


MINNEAPOLIS, April 16.—Every flour 
mill in Minneapolis and. practically all of 
the merchant Spring wheat mills in Minne- 
sota and the Northwest are said to be shut 
down entirely to-night and will cease turn- 
ing out flour for an indefinite period. 

This act has been forced upon the millers 
by the conditions surrounding the manu- 
For some time, 
owing to the price of cash wheat, the high 
rates of freight and the depressed state of 
the flour markets,. mills have been oper- 
ating at a loss, but the crowning disad- 
vantage, which has paralyzed the milling 
industry throughout the Northwest, was the 
act to-dayyvof the line boats operating be- 
tween Duluth and Buffalo in moving wheat 
or a basis of 2'cents per bushel, while the 
present proportionate rate on flour from 
Duluth to Buffalo is maintained at 9 cents 
per 100 pounds, equivalent to 5 4-10 cents 
a bushel. 

The transportation lines have told the 


millers that, under the operation of the 
Elkins bill, they need not anticipate any 
discrimination in rates against flour, but 
the action of the line boats in making this 
2-cent rate on wheat. shows that such an 
assurance was meaningless. Until freight 
rates on the manufactured product shall be 
placed on a parity with those given the 
raw material, or until the 2-cent rate given 
wheat shall be advanced, the millers will 
find it impossible to grind, and unless 
something shall occur to improve the mill- 
ing situation, the pfospecta are that the 
practically universal shut-down of the mer- 
chant Spring wheat mills will be indefinite- 
ly prolonged. ~% 


Shot Dead at Door of His Home. 

PASSAIC, N. J., April 16.—Galogero Sa- 
lece was shot and instantly killed late last 
night in the hallway of his home, at 225 
Third Street, where he lived with his wife 
and two boarders. He had complained of 
feeling unwell and had gone out to a drug 
store. Ten minutes later his wife and the 
boarders, who were asleep, were roused by 


the shooting, and, rushing down, found 
Salece's boty. The police theory is that 
when he went out he left the house door 
ajar; that some prowler, finding the door 
open entered; that Salece on returning dis- 
cevered the intruder in the hallway, de- 
manded to know what he was doing there, 
and was promptly shot down.

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THE FINANGHLL MARKETS 


Stocks strong. 


Money easier, 3 to 4% per cent. 


Yesterday's stock market opened with 
an uncertain tone, due about equally to 
* the continued influence of the apprehend- 
ed strike upon the Manhattan and to the 
absence of any decided cue in the early 
prices from London. To sell a guaran- 
teed stock upon a strike before it is de- 
clared is not a very brilliant operation, 
however, and thé market hardened 
throughout the day and the list, so far 
as it was actively dealt in. It is scarcely 
necessary to make any exception, but the 
fall of a fraction in Metropolitan scarcely 
fully measures the impression made by 
the disclosures in court regarding financ- 
ing of an apparently dubious sort. St. 
Louis and San Francisco made the larg- 
est advance, 4%, among properties in 
the active list, and Baltimore and Ohio 
was both strong and active upon an ex- 
ceptionally good report of March earn- 
ings, carrying its net much above its 
distributed dividends. The average ad- 
vance was almost 2 for representative se- 
curities, and it was made easily and 
quietly without any large volume of 
trading. 

The news of the day was scanty, but 
not unimportant. The lower quotations 
‘for money do not fully indicate its grow- 
ing ease. More was lent at the inside 
rate than has been the custom, and of- 
ferings are larger and freer. Not only 
are mercantile collections so easy as to 
indicate the good conditions among bor- 
rowers—they are said to be prepaying 
their paper, placing the banks in funds 
for which other uses must, be found, and 
will be found so easily that it should not 
be hastily assumed that money will go 
begging. Figures were published explain- 
ing Atchison’s loss of $475,000 in net for 
eight months concurrently with a gain in 
gross of nearly $1,870,000. The usual 
operating expenses—wages, supplies, and 
so on—increased only $200,000, showing 
an actual decrease in proportion to the 
gain in business. But maintenance of 
way and equipment’ absorbed over two 
millions. Instead of earning less Atchi- 
son is spending more and plowing in 
money which is sure to be a standby in 
any future lean years. Atchison is not 
the only insuring future div- 
idemds by providing betterments from 
current income. The Bank of England 
made a statement which, like recent pre- 
decessors, has a general likeness to our 
own. The only entries showing wide 
changes are the cash and the reserve, 
and both show large decreases upon a 
yearly comparison. The situation im- 
proves with difficulty on each side the 
ocean and relapses are easy. Credit is 
good in both countries, but there is an 
actual scarcity of cash. Upon the whole 
the result of an imperial debauch differs 
little from an industrial debauch, but 
there is one dissimilarity not regretted 
here. British Government securities suf- 
fer from England’s military extrava- 
gance, but only our commercial securi- 
ties are depressed. There is no pleasure 
here in remarking the damage to Eng- 
lish credit attested in a fall of consols 
almost equal to the fall in our standard 
railways and industrials. Each country 
understands its own troubles best, and 
each accommodates itself to a situation 
which disturbs the other more than itself. 
English sympathizers with us may take 
courage from our slowness in providing 
the panic they fear, and we may well 
admire the sturdiness and stability with 
which our cousins shoulder and carry 


their imperial burden.

On the other hand, it is to be said that 
a canvass of the leading active commission 
and brokerage houses suggests rather 
strongly that there may be too great a 
disposition to credit the Gates people with 
more than their share of the present mar- 
ket operations. It certainly is a fact that 
yesterday, despite the acknowledged buy- 
ing by the Westerners, there were other 
purchases of a high class, and by interests 
in no way allied to the Gates people. Two 
prominent Broad Street houses were es- 
pecially active, with the head of one—him- 
self a most aggressive bear until this week 
—putting out this bulletin to his friends 
and customers: ‘‘I have not been a bull 
for scme months, but the present character 
of the buying, the attractive level of prices, 
and the amazing prosperity of the country 
convince me that this is a good time to buy 
stocks.”’ 


Coming to the developments of the day, 
there was none of consequence except the 
large grain export engagements announced.

The remarkable sagacity and wonderful finan- 
cial ability of those stockholders of the Great 
Northern and Northern Pacific Railroad Com- 
panies who refused to become a party to the 
Northern Securities merger is now apparent to 
everyone. It cannot be said that they were 
simply lucky, bécause the promises of the North- 
ern Securities Company were so great as to en- 
tice almost any man of reasonable financial 
knowledge into that transaction. 

There is little doubt in any one’s ming now that 
the reconversion of this stock will have to take 
place, but whether it will be months or years be- 
fore this can be accomplished gives rise to sev- 
eral very pertinent questions. 

When will the reconversion tale place, and how 
long will you have to wait? 

Can you continue to borrow money on your 
Northern Securities stock while you are waiting? 
In the opinion of the writer the banks will get 
rid of this stock as collateral as soon as pos- 
sible, 

When the reconversion acta take place, will it 
not be at very great expense? 

Who is to settle the question which stock you 
get back; which will they give you; Great North- 
ern at 180 or Northern Pacific at 115? 

Is it at all likely that the stocks of the Great 
Northern and the Northern Pacific Company will 
remain at the ratio of 180 to 115? 

Is it not plain that they will have to be recon- 
verted at that rate, and that the ratio of values 
will so change that one exchange will be more 
valuable than the other? 

Is it not a fact that some one will have to take 
shares that he does not want, and will be refused 
those shares that he does want? 

Is the reputation of the insiders such that 
any pne believes they will take the short end and 
Jet the dear public have the better stock? 

Is it probable that the Northern Securities Com- 
pany will have money enough to pay all the ex- 
penses incidental to the merger and the recon- 
version? 

Is it not a fact that the source of income of 
this company is shut off? Is not an assessment 
probable? 

When the Supreme Court sustains the decision 
of the Circuit Court, fs not the Northern Se« 
curities Company totally without property of any 
kind? , 

It is granted that the Northern Securities Com- 
pany will be given an appeal, but will the Circuit 
Court in granting this appeal permit the directors 
of the two great railroad companies to pay over 
to the Northern Securities Company dividends 
on stocks held by the lattér company, and will 
the Circuit Court permit the Northern Securities 
Company to exercise hereafter the control of 
these railroads? If so, will it not be a case of 
the Court permitting an illegal action to con- 
tinue? 

It is stated by the counsel of the Northern Se- 
curities Company that the appeal which they in- 
tend to take will act as a stay, and that they can 
g0 on paying dividends and exercising control 
the same as before, but does any sensible man 
believe this to be so? The Court, in rendering its 
decision, issued an order, which is in fact ah in- 
junction, that restrains the directors of the rail- 
road companies. It may be stated, and. probably 
will be urged by the Northern Securities Com- 
pany, that if the Court permits the directors to 
pay over dividends to the Northern Securities 
Company, a sufficient bond will be put up to re- 
spbeare the Northern Pacific and Great Northern, 
-ompanies treasuries, in case the decision of the 
Circuit Court be sustained. The Court might 
listen to this, beeause the amount of damage 
thereunder could be estimated and repaid.~ But 
who would undertake to estimate the damage to 
the public and great business enterprises in the 
States affected, if the Court should permit the 
Northern Securities Company to continue the il- 
legal controlling and operating of those two 
roads? The Court has already declared the 
Northern Securities Company to have been 
formed for an illegal purpose, and dividends and 
control are the two points at issue. The Court 
cannot reverse itself and permit things to go on 
as before. They might as well not have rendered 
any decision or any restraining order at all. The 
writer belfeves that the Circuit Court will not 
grant a stay which will at all permit the North- 
ern Securities Company to control in ahy manner 
whatever the future operations of these two 
roads, and also that the Court will not give a 
stay which will permit the payment of dividends 
of the railroad companies to the Northern Se- 
curities Company without a very heavy bond. 
What will be the form of this bond is a ques- 
tion. The Court's decision fixes it that the 
Northern Securities Company is without prop- 
erty. Will they not, therefore, require a heavy 
cash bond, possibly an amount twice the proba- 
ble dividends the Northern Securities Company 
seeks to have paid to if? Inasmuch as it re- 
quires over $14,000,000 ta pay 4% on the North- 
ern Securities stock already issued, if this sort 
of bond be required by the Court it will necessi- 
tate some one to put up in the neighborhood of 
$28,000,000 in cash, and each additional year 
would require an additional cash bond. This 
bond money would be tied up in the hands of the 
Court, lie idle and draw no interest, and in the 
event of the Supreme Court sustaining the de- 
cision of the Circuit Court a large part of this 
vast sum of money will be turned into the treas- 
ury of the Northern Pacific and Great Northern 
Railroads as reimbursement. When this money 
finds lodgment with the Gregt Northern and 
Northern Pacific Companies, then arises the 
question—to whom does this money belong? This 
question would involve more litigation, and on 
account of the expense that was entailed by the 
organization of the Northern Securities Com- 
pany, and the expense of its operation, and the 
expense of litigation, and the expense of recon- 
version, how much money .will the Northern Se- 
curities Company need and where are they going 
to get it? WiHll it be necessary to assess the 
stockholders of the Northern Securities Com- 
pany, since the source of income is cut off? 

The question naturally arises what is the proper 
thing for a shareholder of the Northern Securi- 
ties Company to do? Is he going to keep his 
Northern Securities stock and become respon- 
sible for the expense of this litigation and re- 
conversion, and possible assessment, or is he go- 
ing to demand back now his Northern Pacific 
or Great Northern shares? If he does the latter, 
does he not relieve himself from any of the 
future charges and costs in connection with this 
Northern Securities Company muddle, and is he 
not entitled to get in full his dividends on his 
railroad stock?

PLANS TO SAVE EXCISE FEES. 


Increase in Tax Leads to Combination 
of Grocery Stores, Delicatessen 


Shops, and “ Family” Liquor 
Interests. 

The community of interest scheme is now 
about to be extended to’ the liquor business 
as the result of the 50 per cent. increase of 
license under the new law. Various com- 
binations of dealers, some grocers, some 
delicatessen dealers, and some liquor men 
doing a “ family’ business, are under way 
to the end that one license may be paid for 
the combined business of all concerned, 
with a single headquarters for the dispens- 
ing of liquor and arrangements for taking 
orders at the other stores. 

Just who is the originator of this 
delicatessen-grocery-family- wine - business 
merger plan does not appear at the present 
time, but several companies have been 
formed along these lines and the organiza- 
tion of a number of others has been pro- 
| jected. 

An example may be taken from the re- 
cently organized Schelling-Krakaur Com- 


pany, with its headquarters at the family 
| 


liquor store of Louis Weisenthal, 604 Co- 
lumbus Avenue. This company is formed 
from liquor interests of Andrew W. Schell- 
ing, a grocer of 605 Columbus Avenue; 
‘ Abraham P. Krakaur, a delicatessen dealer, 
| with stores at 590 Columbus Avenue, 2,647 

Broadway, and other places on the upper 

west side, and Louis Weisenthal & Co., 

liquor dealers, doing a ‘family ’’ business 
| at 604 Columbus Avenue. The three. pro- 

prietors concerned have transferred, their 

liquor business to the new company, for 

which Stephen B. Rosenthal of 25 Broad 
Street is attorney, and the only license now 
needed will be for the Weisenthal Com- 
pany, at 604 Columbus Avenue, while or- 
ders will be received at all the other stores 
for delivery from the liquor store. 

The saving in this case is $1,500—the price 
of two grocer’s licenses under the new law, 
and the combination will save $600 annually 
over the price paid for two grocer’s li- 
censes at $500 each and one saloon license 
at $800 under the old law. It is claimed 
that no objection can be made to the plan 
because the ‘“ traffic’’ in liquor is carried 
on only at the liquor store.

|} REMOTE AND PROXIMATE Cavuse.—The Su- 
| preme Court of Pennsylvania, in deciding 
the case of Elliott vs. Allegheny County 
Light Company, held that in an action by 
a painter to recover for injuries received, 
where the evidence shows that he fell from 
a ladder and clutched at a live electric 
wire, and was shocked thereby, he is not 
entitled to recover from the electric light 
company, which left the wire uninsulated, 
the fall from the ladder being the proxi- 
mate cause of the injury. The court said 
in part: “‘ It is undisputed that the defend- 
ant was in nowise responsible for the slip- 
xing of the ladder, which was the originat- 
ing cause of the plaintiff's fall. It would 
be speculative in the extreme to attempt to 
differentiate between the extent of the in- 
jury which he would probably have re- 
ceived if he had not come in contact with 
the electric light wire in the course of his 
fall. It is quite possible that the wire 
helped to break the fall, and thus lessen the 
extent of the injury. But even if the pres- 
ence of the wire, in the condition in which 
it was, made the consequences of the fall 
more serious, yet it did not bring about the 
accident, nor was it in any sense the effi- 
cient responsible cause of the injury.”

DEVERY PRAISES O'NEILL 
sagpeaiasaee : 
Says at New Trial That the Ex- 


Policeman Is “All. Right.” 


~ 


Ex-Chief Remarks That He Has Only 
Been on Furlough for Two Years— 
Declares Force Is Short Handed. 


The new trial granted by special act of 
Legislature to Edward O'Neill, who was 
dismissed from the police force on charges 
of insubordination preferred by Deputy Po- 
lice Commissioner William 8, Devery after 
O'Neill had ‘talked back” to Devery, be- 
fore whom he was on trial on the charge of 
having arbitrarily arrested a grocer in the 
Bronx who had sold some plates to a wo- 
man during prohibited hours, was called 
yesterday afterncon at Headquarters be- 
fore Deputy Commissioner Gherardi Davis. 
The chief witness was ex-Commissioner 


Devery. He stalked into the trial room at 2 


o'clock, carrying his overcoat on his arm 
and swinging his hat in a careless manner, 
and ex-Policeman O'Neill, who had entered, 
the room first, promptly surrendered his 
chair to him. 


H. De Forest Baldwin, who represented 
O'Neill, cross-questioned the ‘‘ Chief,’’ who 
said that he didn’t bother his head about 


these things any more and displayed a very 
poor memory. 

“T'll stand by the records bearin’ on it, 
howsomever,’’ added the witness frequently. 
“Whatever they say is true. I'll stand for 
"em.”’ 

“You were O'Neill's superior officer 
then,” said Commissioner Davis. “Do you 
think there was any provocation for his 
talking back to you?” 

‘““He had no right for to do it,” 
Devery. ‘‘ That was my opinion then. 
is the same now.’’ 

“‘How long have you been in the depart- 
ment?” asked Lawyer Baldwin. 


‘Oh, I’m in the department yet,"’ said the 


ex-Chief with a grin. ‘ I’ve just been on a 
furlough for two years, that’s all.’’ 
Continuing his questions, Mr. 

asked: 

Q.—You often transferred men vahen you want- 
ed to give them a ‘‘rub,’’ didn’t ‘you? A.—Oh, 
yes, They was, transferred when they needed a 
little brushin’ down, 


Q.—Did you ever hear of any one shaking 
down a member of the force? A.—If I ever 
heard of that I would hold a rigid investigation 


and I'd have dressed him down from his head 
to his heels.

Q.—I'd like to know why O'Neill was trans- 
ferred six times in three months in 1901. A.— 
Why, the occasion might arise when he would 
be transferred a dozen times in three months, 


The witness said that he had read a good 
geal more of the O'Neill case in the news- 
papers than he had got from the records. 

Q.—You believe the newspapers, don’t you? 
A.—Oh, yes, I believé them pretty much,. but 
sometimes these inventors gets to work and 
build up the thing a good deal. 

Lawyer Baldwin read the minutes of the 
first trial of Policeman O'Neill, together 
with the remarks made at the time by 
Deputy Commissioner Devery, in which 
O'Neill was called ‘‘ a tin soldier,’’ a “ loaf- 
er,”’ and other names, 

Q.—Now, do you think that calling a man a 
loafer and a tin soldier is the proper way to talk 


to a subordinate? A.—At the time I thought it 
was appropriate: 
A.--Under ‘the 


Q.—You still think that way? 

circumstances, yes. When a policeman pokes a 
man in the ribs and shoves a gun under his face 
simply for selling a few plates five or ten min- 


utes after hours I think he is a loafer. 


Then the Commissioner took up the ques- 
tioning and asked about the many fines im- 
posed at the police trials by Devery. 

‘““Well,’” said Devery, ‘‘ there was lots of 
fines that went against them men, but I 
guess the records will show that they was 
never paid. At least but very few of 
them.” 


Q.—But what's the reason for fining men when 
they were not to pay them? A.—Well, you see 
by holdin’ ‘em up they came along and got the 
fines remitted by promisin’ to do better in the 
future. It was good for discipline. I've been 
on the sidewalk myself and I know that a patrol- 
man needs all the money that’s comin’ to him, 
and the promise of a fine scares him. Now, I've 
known O'Neill fifteen or twenty years and 7% 
vtate that [ always found him faithful and a 
good officer, except when he was insubordinate 
at that trial, but since that time no doubt he 
has suffered enough. He's got a big family 
and I've got no objections to his comin’ back 
onto the force. As I've said, I've known him 
personally for fifteen or twenty years and he's 
all right, 

But Commissioner Davis wanted to know 
more about the frequent transfers. 

“Well,” replied every, ‘“‘by the time 
you've beén in the department through-one 
Summer you'll find that there’s many 
transfers that you'll know nothin’ about. 
You are short-handed now by fully 1,000 
men. You really want 1,500 or 2,000. Fif- 
teen hundred would bring the force up to 
about 9,000, which is a good deal less than 
London and the other big cities has by 
two or three thousand. Here the city is 
not properly policed. The streets are un- 
protected. There’s a whole lot of districts 
uncovered night and day. You'll find this 
Summer, when you go to cover Coney Isl- 
and and all the other beaches, that you'll 
have to do a lot of transferring.”’ 

‘But I don’t understand your criticism 
of a man for arresting a violator of the 
law,’’ persisted Commissioner Davis. ‘‘ Do 
you think that was right?” 

‘‘It may not have been right,’’ responded 
the witness. ‘but when I did criticise him 
he had no right for to talk back. He was 
in duty bound to keep silent.”’ 

The ex-Chief was excused at this point, 
and, shouldering his overcoat, he strode 
out of the room. 

O'Neill then went on the stand and reit- 
erated his story of many transfers, and the 
ease was then adjourned until next Thurs- 
day.

WOMAN THIEFS HAUL 


Stole in England Jewels and Furs 
Valued at Nearly $30,000. 


Had Been Employed in Family of a Ger- 


man Banker in London—Confessed 
When Arrested in This City. 


Vainly striving to maintain her com- 
posure, Minna Williams, alias May Parker, 


the young woman who is charged by the 
British Consul General with having stolen 


a@ superb rope of pearls, other jewels, and 
furs to a total value of nearly $30,000 from 
Albert Reitlinger, a German banker resi- 
dent in London, by whom she was em- 
ployed as a nursery governess, was yes- 
terday remanded by United States Com- 


missioner Shields to Ludlow Street Jail 
until April 30, by which time extradition 


papers are expected. 

She confessed her guilt at the time of her 
arrest, but declined to make any state- 
ment as to the whereabouts of the pearls, 
which are the prize of the stolen collection. 
At about 2 o'clock, while various theories 
as to accomplices who might have made 
away with them were being discussed, 
word was received that Superintendent 
Hunsdorfer of the Pinkerton Agency had 
located the treasure in the possession of a 
jewelry firm at 939 Broadway, where he 
had learned that the rope of gems had 
been left to be broken up and sold for what 
it would bring by a person who correspond- 
ed to the description of the prisoner. 

It was fortunate that the gems were in- 
tact, for the English authorities state that 
the 485 fine large pearls which with a 
costly diamond clasp compose the rope 
were selected by a London jeweler only 


after an examination of many thousands of 
pearls which peters through the market 
during a period of years. he rope is ex- 
actly 54 inches long. 

The woman was arrested in the Grancy 
Apartments, at 557 West One Hundred and 
Twenty-fourth Street, where she had lived 
for the last two months. She boarded with 
Herman Silsky, from whom a number of 
Columbia students rent rooms. She had a 
voluminous roreign correspondence, but her 
first and only callers were two Deputy 
United States Marshals on Wednesday 
evening. They were shown to her room, 

‘*Come in,” she said in answer to their 
knock. In a few minutes they brought her 
out. She wore a rich sable cloak, said to 
contain twenty-three skins, which tallies 
exactly with one item in the cabled list of 
stolen property. Before she left with her 
visitors, they sealed every drawer and trunk 
in her room, and finally the door of the 
room itself. Here is the list of valuables 
they found: 

Woman's watch. 

Gold and platinum chain, bracelet, and pen- 
dant. 

Silver brooch, 

Gold chain bracelet, gold lacepin. 

Diamond and pearl ring, 

Solitaire diamond ring, 

Three gold rings. 

Pair of pearl and diamond earrings, 

Lacepin of old mine diamonds. 

Venetian lace fan, with pearl 
trimmed with seed pearls. , 

Three pieces of rare Venetian and Duchesse 
lace. 

Large sable muff, with six heads amd tails. 

Sable cape opera cloak. 

Forty pairs of fine gloves. 

This is believed to include the greater part 
of the stolen propetry looted from the bank- 
er’s home. 

Her history as furnished by_the London 
police shows she was born in Koenigsberg, 
East Prussia, twenty-seven years ago, of a 
German, father and English mother; also 
that she served three months in the Moabet 
Jail in Berlin for larceny. She then lived 
for three poate in London and for eight 
months prior to her discharge, on Feb. 5 
last, was ompmoyed in the Reitlinger domi- 
cile, 33 Fitzjohn Avenue, Hampstead. Three 
days after being sent away it is affirmed 
she entered the home while the family were 
at luncheon and stole the property, all of 
which belonged to Mrs. Reitlinger. She was 
traced to Liverpool, where she took pas-

robbery. 

She is said to have a sweetheart in Ger- 
many, but when she admitted her guilt be- 
fore the overwhelming proof against her at 
the jail, she tearfully protested that this 
man had not profited by her stealing. 


ROUND-UP OF ROYSTERERS. 


Sixteen Young Men from Ridgewood 
Train Cornered in a Bridge Car— 
Three Held in Police Court. 


The many complaints of rowdyism on 
the cars of the Ridgewood line of the ele- 
vated railroad in Brooklyn led yesterday 
morning to a round-up of sixteen young 
men by the police. The round-up was the 
beginning of an effort on the part of the 
police to stop the daily disturbances. on 
the elevated and bridge cars. 

For weeks past people who travel on the 
Ridgewood trains had complained of rowdy 
perfurmances by young men on the morn-

The policemen saw a number of young 
men leaving an incoming Ridgewood train 
in the bridge terminal, and, forming them- 
selves into a flying wedge, rush for a bridge 
train beund for anhattan. The police- 
men, who were in — clothes, followed 
the young men aboard the train and 
watched them. Soon there was pande- 
monium in the car, and then the policemen 
acted, hy ordering sixteen of the young 
men to move up to the forward end of tne 
car and requesting the other passengers 
to crowd to the rear. A guard on a7 at- 
form, acting under instructions, locked ‘the 
door. One woman on the car fainted, but 
revived in a few minutes. The two police- 
men stood fuard over the young men while 
the train was returning to Brooklyn.
